Each candidate appears fair, pro¬ 
gressive, and thoughtful; Martinez Jones is 
the only one with judicial experience, as an 
associate judge in the civil courts. 

331st District Court: Chantal Eldridge 

Incumbent David Crain has been a judge 
for 33 years, and for the past seven has pre¬ 
sided over the 331st District Court, which 
handles felony cases. He carries an estab¬ 
lishment opinion of how to be a judge, plac¬ 
ing an unfettered focus on trials. He’s 
unapologetic about not running specialty 
dockets, running counter to colleagues and 
certainly his challenger, an indigent defense 
attorney who sees diversion programs as 
being just as vital with felonies as they are 
with misdemeanors. Eldridge ran for the 
450th District Court in 2016 and lost, but 
has returned a stronger candidate, with plans 
that would place her among the busiest judg¬ 
es in the district. We don’t work in judges’ 
chambers and can’t say with certainty how 
much time it takes to oversee administration 
of a felony case. But we’re willing to give 
Eldridge a chance to prove she can do more. 

County Court-at-Law No. 3: John Lipscombe 

Lipscombe has prided himself on creative 
forms of adjudication during his seven-year 
tenure, namely his specialty court on Wed¬ 
nesday nights, wherein low-level offenders 
meet with him sans attorney. Paul Quinzi, a 
defense attorney who focuses on expunc- 
tions and nondisclosures, has made that 
docket a target of his campaign, yet had 
never attended a session nor talked to a 
defendant from one. While we may prefer 
Quinzi’s explicit progressivism, presumptive 
accusations are not a good look for a pro¬ 
spective judge. 

County Court-at-Law No. 5: 

Nancy Hohengarten 

Challenges to the incumbent have never 
been about serving those who come 
through CCL 5.

SNUBBED BY SCOTUS The U.S. Supreme 
Court has declined to pick up the DACA appeal 
requested by the Trump administration after two 
federal judges allowed the program to keep going. 
So for now, DACA recipients can continue to turn in 
application renewals. SCOTUS also ruled that immi¬ 
grants held by the government and facing deporta¬ 
tion have no right to a bond release hearing, even 
after serving years in detention. 


SPEAKING OF SCOTUS , the high court set a 

date for the Texas redistricting case: April 24. The 
case will determine if Texas legislators racially dis¬ 
criminated when creating electoral maps. A deci¬ 
sion is expected mid-summer. 


A NEW REPORT from the Cato Institute, a lib¬ 
ertarian think tank, reconfirms similar studies about 
immigrants and crime: An analysis of DPS data 
from 2015 reflects that the state criminal conviction 
and arrest rates for immigrants overall were well 
below those of native-born Americans, and the con¬ 
viction and arrest rates for even illegal immigrants 
were lower than those for native-born Americans, 
over a wide range of crimes.

ANOTHER MONTH, ANOTHER MASS SHOOTING ... WILL THIS ONE MAKE A CHANGE? 


On Sunday night, Feb. 18, in San Antonio, 
five people were shot outside a suburban 
restaurant on Highway 410. According to the 
police report, the victims included a 5-year- 
old boy, a 39-year-old woman, a 22-year-old 
man, a 50-year-old woman, 
and a 27-year-old man. The 
shooter, who “emptied a clip” 
at a family waiting on a 
bench outside the Texas 
Roadhouse, has not yet been 
apprehended. 

On Monday, Feb. 26, in 
Detroit, a man shot and 
killed three people at a gas 
station, and killed his cousin 
at a nearby house, before 
crashing his car and shooting himself to 
death. Three of those killed were the shoot¬ 
er’s family members, and he had recently 
been hospitalized for “hallucinations.” 

On Tuesday, Jan. 23, in Benton, Ky., a 
15-year-old student pulled out a handgun at 



Marshall County High School and fatally 
shot two classmates, wounding 14 other peo¬ 
ple; a few more were injured while fleeing. 

Those incidents straddle a currently 
more notorious event, the Feb. 14 slaughter 
of 17 people (with injuries, 
some serious, to 15 more), at

shooting; among 35 mass shootings in less 
than two months, it’s only natural to grow 
forgetful of the recurrent details of the 
daily carnage. 

It’s also worth reminding ourselves that 
the high-profile mass shootings are only 
the most visible and notorious fragment of 
the problem. The home page of the Archive 
summarizes two months of national blood¬ 
letting: Jan. 1 through this Tuesday, 8,610 
incidents of gun violence, producing 2,324 
deaths and 3,952 injuries. Eighty-nine chil¬ 
dren (11 years or younger) killed or injured; 
443 teenagers (age 12-17) killed or injured; 
260 “unintentional shootings.” (The 
Archive notes that its numbers do not 
include the roughly 22,000 annual gun sui¬ 
cides, although it’s worth recalling that 
suicide attempts by gun succeed at a rate 
far in excess of other methods.) 

In case it’s slipped your mind, the 
Archive reports that 2017 was the deadliest 
year on record for mass shootings in the 
U.S. - 345 in all, including two of the five 
worst in history, Las Vegas (58 dead) and 
Sutherland Springs (26). 

REASON VS. BS 

Despite all this accumulating bloody 
detail, it’s hard to believe much will change, 
at least in the short term. If our political 
masters did nothing except make things 
worse after Sandy Hook (2012) or the Pulse 
nightclub (2016), why should this time be 
any different? Yet for the first time in a 
while, I’m allowing myself to feel a bit opti¬ 
mistic. That’s largely due to the angry and 
effective energy of the Parkland students 
(and their many young allies elsewhere), 
who for the past few weeks have main¬ 
tained visible pressure on public officials, 
while also highlighting the role played by 
the National Rifle Association, the political 
and lobbying wing of the gun manufactur¬ 
ing industry. 

The exaggerated response of the NRA 
and its allies has been even more hysterical 
and extreme than usual - quite a high stan¬ 
dard - suggesting that they are more than 
usually alarmed at these latest develop¬ 
ments. Perhaps they’re worried that the 
momentum is growing for stricter controls 
on guns and gun purchases, or even the 
commonsense restriction of military weap¬ 
ons to trained members of the military. 

Nevertheless, from our feckless presi¬ 
dent down to our legislatures, the knee- 
jerk official answer to the problem of too 
many guns is ... more guns. Politicians who 
have done everything they can to under¬ 
mine and underfund public schools sud¬ 
denly want to spend millions on guns and 
combat training for schoolteachers. In 
response, instead of dismissing such luna¬ 
cy with the mockery it deserves, too many 
media outlets are choosing to describe it as 
one of many reasonable options: an arsenal 
for every elementary school! 

In the words of Parkland student Emma 
Gonzalez: “We call BS.” She also said, “If 
you agree, register to vote. Contact your 
local congresspeople. Give them a piece of 
your mind.” ■ 


In the Name of Fairness 

TIMES CHANGE, AND SO DO SCHOOLS 


It was high drama at the AISD board 
meeting Monday evening, climaxing with Trus¬ 
tee Ann Teich storming off the dais in pro¬ 
test after the board approved a resolution to 
change the names of four schools named for 
Confederate soldiers. Teich has opposed 
the name changes vociferously, but lost the 
vote, 7-2, then was ruled out of order when 
she tried to introduce a separate motion (not 
on the agenda) to also rename Stephen F. 
Austin and James Bowie high schools, 
because “it’s only fair” to renounce slave¬ 
holders along with Confederates. 

I fully understand her misgivings over the 
name changes. I don’t think Robert E. Lee 
was a bad guy, and I don’t think it’s bad to 
expose kids to the moral 
dilemmas that the Civil War 
created, and the idea that our 
heroes have flaws, and might 
even be considered villains in 
someone else’s eyes. And I’d 
agree with Teich that this 
move is largely an issue of 
political correctness, and that 
making a feel-good symbolic 
gesture isn’t going to do squat 
to address the issues of ineq¬ 
uity that plague the district, 
and the educational system in general. 

But on the other hand, it’s silly to pretend 
that symbolic gestures don’t carry any weight. 
If symbols didn’t matter, Trustee Teich wouldn’t 
have felt so strongly about this one. 

Albert Sidney Johnston, John H. Reagan, 
and Sidney Lanier high schools were the 


only high schools built in Austin in the period 
between the 1954 Brown v. Board of Educa¬ 
tion decision, and the 1968 Civil Rights Act - 
the period roughly coinciding with the “Third 
Klan” revival across the South, the last stand 
for Jim Crow laws, and the shockingly violent 
fight for desegregation all across the nation. 
It was a fight that was rooted in school 
desegregation, and in many places, schools 
and universities were where segregationists 
made their last stand. Austin was spared the 
worst of that, but it doesn’t take much read¬ 
ing between the lines to know that there was 
a message involved in the naming of those 
schools - and how much you might take those 
names for granted, is a good indicator of how 
much you may have experi¬ 
enced segregation yourself. 

All three of those schools 
are located east of Austin’s 
geographic center, and all 
three were named after 
Confederate veterans, who 
had no particular connection 
to Austin. We can debate 
whether they were patriots or 
traitors - or some of each - 
and certainly the circumstanc¬ 
es were very different for 
each man. But it’s not about those men, at 
this point. Truly, they were all heroes in their 
own lights, in their time. And the values they 
represented will not be forgotten, and the 
nuances of meaning in each man’s story will 
likely be teased out in the renaming discus¬ 
sions which will now ensue. But times move 


on, and however you want to spin or interpret 
the message that city leaders were making 
when they named those schools 50-60 years 
ago, it’s not hard to conclude that this is a 
good time in history for our school board to 
take action to make a different statement. 

□

STATESMAN SOLD (WE’RE TOLD) 

The mystery over our local daily’s new parents 
may have ended: According to Nieman 
Lab, GateHouse Media has purchased [he Austin 
American-Statesman, which went up for sale last year 
by private owners Cox Media. The New York-based com¬ 
pany holds 130 dailies and 640 community publications 
nationwide, as well as a digital marketing agency and 
event production company. While eyes were on media 
conglomerate Hearst Corp. - owners of several Texas dai¬ 
lies, including the Houston Chronicle and the San Antonio 
Express-News - GateHouse bid around $50 million for 
the Statesman, five times the paper’s annual earnings 
(and more than Hearst’s bid), the journalism industry site 
reports. GateHouse owns nearly two dozen publications 
(including “shoppers”) in modest Texas markets, plus the 
Center for News and Design in Austin, a self-described 
“hub” for centralized page design, copy editing, and dig¬ 
ital publishing for the company’s newspapers. Showing 
mixed feelings about the purchase, Statesman reporter 
Elizabeth Findell joked on Twitter that staff had 
responded to the sale by snacking on comfort sweets 
like “chocolate chip muffins” and “donut holes.” 

A little more than a year after GateHouse acquired 
the family-owned Columbia Daily Tribune in Missouri, 
the staff has been “slashed, readers are frustrated and 
circulation has plunged,” according to a recent article 
published in the Gateway Journalism Review: The Trib¬ 
une “has been bled dry to achieve financial results.” 

Cox had previously put the paper up for sale in 2008 
and was courted by a group led by Walter Hussman 
Jr., publisher of the Arkansas Democrat-Gazette, only 
to take it off the table in 2009. We reached out to both 
GateHouse Media and Statesman publisher Susie Gray 
Biehle, but calls were not returned. - Mary Tuma 

LETTERS FOR LAURA 

City Council members Greg Casar, Delia Garza, and 
Pio Renteria sent a letter to ICE on Feb. 23 requesting 
the agency allow public officials access to the T. Don 
Hutto detention center in Taylor to visit with Laura 
Monterrosa following the federal agency’s refusal to 
allow Casar a visit last week. The letter also calls for 
Monterrosa’s immediate release. She has alleged sexu¬ 
al abuse by a prison guard and has attempted suicide 
due to fear and intimidation. “To bar officials from 
entering a detention center because they represent the 
public, or because they may speak to the media about 
what they see, raises dire questions about freedom of 


speech and the transparency of these facilities,” the 
letter reads. Doubling up on the pressure, U.S. Reps 
Lloyd Doggett and Joaquin Castro joined more than 
40 colleagues in writing their own letter three days 
later, calling on ICE officials to investigate its handling 
of sexual assault cases in Texas immigration detention 
facilities; share the results with Congress; and conduct 
an expedited Prison Rape Elimination Act audit of 
Hutto. “Complaints of sexual abuse by guards and sub¬ 
sequent retaliation by ICE following victim grievances 
are disturbing and unacceptable,” said Doggett. - M.T. 

SAY HELLO TO THE NEW SCHOOLS 

AISD’s board of trustees voted 7-2 on Monday night 
to formally begin the process of changing the names of 
five schools or facilities named after individuals who 
fought for the Confederates during the Civil War. (Julie 
Cowan and Ann Teich voted against.) That includes 
the Allan Facility (named after John T. Allan), Zach¬ 
ary Taylor Fulmore Middle School, Sidney Lanier 
High School, John H. Reagan High School, and East- 
side Memorial High School at the Johnston Campus, 
named after Albert Sidney Johnston. Expect the pro¬ 
cess to take a number of months, including community 
forums and periods for feedback. - Chase Hoffberger 

DID Y’ALL EVEN VOTE? 

Looks like many Travis County residents have so far 
shunned their civic duty. Just 5.16% of the 735,209 
registered voters have cast an early ballot in the March 
primary election, according to figures provided by the 
county clerk. From Tue., Feb. 20, to Mon., Feb. 26, the 
first week of early voting, roughly 38,000 people 
showed at the polls or sent in a mail ballot. (The Ran¬ 
dalls at Research & Braker was the most popular spot 
to do the deed.) Republican Primary voters made up 
1.4% (about 10,300) while Democrats comprised 3.8% 
(less than 28,000), a predictably higher chunk of 
Travis County voters. There’s still time to get those 
numbers up: Early voting runs through Fri., March 2, 
and election day is March 6 - so get out there! 

On an overall brighter note, Democratic early voting 
statewide has surged, causing Republicans to worry. In 
the first six days of early voting, around 11,000 more 
Texans voted in the Dem primary than the GOP in the 
state’s 15 largest counties. On Monday, Gov. Greg 
Abbott sent an email to supporters cautioning that “if 
these trends continue, we could be in real trouble come 
Election Day.” Keep ’em worrying. - M.T.

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The End Is Near, in Theory 

WHAT FATE FOR OUR FIVE-YEAR, $8.5 MILLION REWRITE? 



CodeNEXT has failed to gain much sup¬ 
port within the community, and that contin¬ 
ues with draft three. 

Neighborhood preservationists and East 
Austin residents claim it upzones central 
neighborhoods, incentivizing demolition of 
single-family homes in lieu of larger multi¬ 
units. On Feb. 20, Community Not Com¬ 
modity called the latest draft, released Feb. 
15, an “elaborate scheme to rezone the 
entire city and redevelop much of East and 
Central Austin,” fueling gentrification, dis¬ 
placing “lower-income people,” and hiking 
property values throughout the city 

Conversely, urbanists argue the final 
draft doesn’t do enough to generate hous¬ 
ing density They too warn of increased 
gentrification, caused by a lack of new 
housing. Friends of Hyde Park believes the 
latest draft will push new development into 
the city’s already gentrifying neighbor¬ 
hoods, “exacerbate” a housing shortage, 
and increase rents. Local real estate agent 
Frank Harren called Austin’s proposed zon¬ 
ing policy “now officially less urban and 
less progressive than in 1928.” He believes 
Austin must move away from single-family 
homes and embrace apartments, town- 
homes, and condominiums to adequately 
address the housing shortage. 

So both sides fear the same result. 
Moderate thinkers may view this as an indi¬ 
cation that CodeNEXT alone can’t solve the 
city’s problems. But the new code should 
still try - and the Neighborhood Housing 
and Community Development Department 
believes it does, with expanded density 
bonus programs placed by zones, not geo¬ 
graphic locations. Code writers have touted 
two changes to housing density and upzon- 


ing, placing much of the new development 
along centers and corridors such as Lamar, 
Burnet, and South First - and out of neigh¬ 
borhoods. (Urbanists remember how draft 
two zoned the bulk of Austin’s core R3C, 
which would have allowed three or more 
units on most lots. Draft three has all but 
removed R3.) The bulk of these centers will 
be rezoned from commercial to mixed-use. 
Under the expanded density bonus pro¬ 
gram, developers would automatically opt 
into a DBP should they build mixed-use 
properties along these hubs. 

Within neighborhoods, draft three will 
make it easier for homeowners to build 
accessory dwelling units to create more 
missing-middle units. To incentivize the s 
preservation of existing homes, ADUs will ^ 
be allowed on properties with homes that I 
are 10 years or older without being limited 
by the lot’s floor-to-area ratio cap if the 
original house is left intact. 

Yet preservationists remain concerned 
that R3C has been removed in name only. 
The latest map has zoned most of the city’s 
core R2C, which would allow a duplex or 
single-family home with an ADU to be built 
on a 5,000-square-foot lot. But Zoning and 
Platting Commission Chair Jolene Kiol- 
bassa says that if the lot is 7,000 square feet, 
four units could be built on it. The fear is 
that such allowances will continue to drive 
infill developers into neighborhoods. 

Frustration also stems from never- 
before-seen text in draft three. While the 
two land use commissions were awaiting 
its release, Planning Commission Chair 
Stephen Oliver often expressed expecta¬ 
tions that the final draft would be a cleaned 
up and polished version of draft two. That 


has not been the case, however, and on 
Tuesday Oliver noted how some sections 
of the code have been fully rewritten. This 
“makes the burden of reviewing” draft 
three more difficult. Oliver recognizes 
rewriting “was bound to happen.” There 
was “no way someone wasn’t going to try 
and write something better ... especially 
after receiving criticism that draft two 
wasn’t good enough.” 

Over at ZAP, Kiolbassa, who’s grown wea¬ 
rier with each release, has finally had it 
with CodeNEXT. “They still haven’t gotten 
it right, so now it’s time to end everyone’s 
misery and start again.” She’s not alone: 
Community Not Commodity has also stated 
that “CodeNEXT is fundamentally flawed,” 
and has requested Council table the rewrite 


in favor of a “better” approach. Whether 
that will happen remains an open question. 
(As does what a “better” approach would 
look like.) Asked if she expects Council to 
approve the proposed code, Kiolbassa shook 
her head, saying “I just don’t know.” 

Oliver will remain on task; deciphering 
the latest draft and map, identifying how 
much of the proposed code works and 
which sections need to be redone before 
drafting recommendations to Council. His 
end goal is modest: adopt a system that’s 
better than our existing code. “Obviously, it 
will have flaws,” he conceded. “That’s part 
of a successful adoption process, not a 
failed code. So let’s make sure the flaws are 
not fatal, and when we turn it on, the sys¬ 
tem actually operates.” - Sarah Marloff 


Council: Buckets Before Vendors 


Although you never know until the bars close, today’s City 
Council meeting shouldn’t be quite the marathon of Feb. 15, 
when the paid sick leave ordinance hearing featured several 
hours of public testimony, well beyond midnight. As it happens, 
paid sick leave is on the menu again (Item 17), though it’s 
unlikely to merit an extended hearing. As a follow-up to its 
action mandating paid sick leave for employees of private 
companies, council members propose to confirm earlier direc¬ 
tives extending the same benefit to the city’s own part-time 
and temporary staffers, pursuant to budget decisions made 
last fiscal year (“Sick Leave Passes,” Feb. 23). 

It’s unlikely to be as controversial on the dais, but there was 
an extended discussion at Tuesday’s work session, initiated by 
Alison Alter, over the potential cost. That was a bit confusing, 
as her colleagues pointed out: There’s already money ear¬ 
marked in the FY 18 budget for the move (about $200,000, 
which might not all be needed), and the new ordinance wouldn’t 
even go into effect until Oct. 1 (i.e., FY 19). But Alter wanted 
confirmation that no Parks and Recreation programs would 
be cut (most of the affected are apparently PARD employees), 
and the co-sponsors were happy to make those assurances. 

Overall, it’s a relatively light agenda, with few Items that 
jump out as potential flashpoints. One is Item 15 - a five-year 


contract for “community technology access lab management 
services” - which was postponed last meeting after witnesses 
for local nonprofit Austin Free-Net objected to their proposed 
replacement by San Francisco-based nonprofit Community 
Technology Network. Council wanted more time to review 
the contract, the staff recommendation, and the arguments - 
which might resume on the dais (see p.20). 

Or perhaps the local anti-fluoride contingent will notice 
Item 12, a million-dollar, five-year contract for fluorosilicic 
acid, to continue the city’s longtime water fluoridation pro¬ 
gram. They haven’t been heard from in a while - and some 
of their standard-bearers have been bogged down in other 
business - but this Pencco contract might shake the bushes. 

Other than that, another Champion Tract (1C) is up for 
rezoning, with split recommendations from staff (approval) 
and the Zoning and Platting Commission (denial). The 
applicant and neighbors are mediating, and a postponement 
seems likely. 

Meanwhile, last week Council kicked off its budget year, 
earlier than ever before, with a plan for a redesign (to be fully 
unveiled at the April 4 budget forecast) and a brace of snappy 
slogans, like “outcome-based budgeting,” “strategic outcome 
planning,” and - a popular refrain at last week’s budget work 


session: “buckets not vendors.” All of these notions are ways 
of summarizing Council’s latest effort to reimagine its budget 
decisions, under a six-pack of “strategic outcomes.” 

The grand categories, developed by Council strategy ses¬ 
sions and under which each department has been asked to 
categorize their appropriations, are: Health and Environ¬ 
ment; Safety; Culture and Lifelong Learning; Economic 
Opportunity and Affordability; Mobility; and Government 
That Works. Staff told Council that roughly 70% of the bud¬ 
get could be readily allocated by those outcomes, with the 
other 30% less certain: “It’s not an exact science.” 

There are overlaps and some surprises (e.g., a few Austin 
Police Department activities, like Pipe and Drum Corps, 
have “cultural” aspects). But in theory, it will allow budgeting 
council members to be thinking about broad priorities more 
than specific expenditures (“buckets not vendors”), and 
thereby not be handcuffed to last-minute wish lists (aka the 
“concept menu”) that became a sort of shell game of “a little 
for column A, a little for column B ...” 

We’ll see. Discussing the early draft preview, staff and CMs 
seemed energized by the prospect - three years in the 10-1 
budget barrel have taken their toll - and budget chief Ed Van 
Eenoo told Council, “The exciting stuff will happen April 4, 
when we do the forecast, the priority setting, and getting into 
the budget process.” - Michael King

DIGITAL LITERACY ORG TO BE REPLACED?

Juanita Budd was crestfallen when she 
learned after 20 years of supporting the 
local community through digital literacy 
training that her organization, Austin Free- 
Net, would be losing its city contract to an 
out-of-state company The Eastside non¬ 
profit has been a fixture, providing the tools 
and training to bridge the digital divide and 
granting computer and internet access to 
largely low-income residents since 1995. A 
five-year contract to provide community 
technology access lab management servic¬ 
es, in the amount not to exceed $860,000, is 
now slated to go to Community Technology 
Network (CTN), from San Francisco. 

“Our city always talks about being proud 
of supporting local organizations,” Budd 
said. “But when the opportunity comes and 
you displace an Austin company - a non¬ 
profit that already works with limited 
resources - for a California company, based 
on technicalities, that’s wrong and doesn’t 
align with our city’s values.” 

Picking the Cali company over Free-Net 
also concerned City Council 
Member Leslie Pool, who 
pulled the contract vote 
from the Feb. 15 Council 
agenda, postponing it to 
today, March 1; Free-Net’s 
contract ended on Feb. 28. 

Pool, who previously served 
on the city’s Community Technology and 
Telecommunications Commission, wanted 
to ensure there was legitimate reason to 
break the relationship with the established, 
longtime provider. Moreover for Pool, the 
process lacked transparency; she found it 
problematic that the Telecommunications 
Commission had only approved the con¬ 
tract one day prior. Based on staff conversa¬ 
tions, Pool alleged the “deal was done” 
before the selection process really started. 
“It seems like the deal was cooked,” she told 
me later. “It’s like things were set in stone 
before announcing the winner.” Pool sees 
the issue as part of a larger pattern in the 
city contract selection process that “more 


often than not” disfavors local vendors. 

CTN Executive Director and co-founder 
Kami Griffiths made her case at Council’s 
Feb. 15 meeting: “We believe that access to 
the internet is a right, and true access 
includes affordable internet and appropri¬ 
ate device and digital skills. [We] are com¬ 
mitted to providing those assets in Austin, 
not just in partnership with the city through 
this contract but also in partnership with 
affordable housing providers, senior cen¬ 
ters, libraries, and any agency that works to 
help adults and seniors reach their goals.” 

Ellen Troxclair, who voted against post¬ 
ponement, defended the evaluation pro¬ 
cess. “We have a responsibility to go with 
the provider who is going to provide the 
best service at the lowest cost,” she said. 
The decision, recommended by a five-panel 
mix of employees from Telecommunica¬ 
tions & Regulatory Affairs; Public Health; 
and Front Steps, evaluated the nonprofits 
based on a matrix that scored the groups in 
areas such as proposed cost, local business 
presence, and prior experi¬ 
ence, finding CTN to score 
higher (80 points) than Free- 
Net (74) overall - but not by 
much. “The proposal that 
was provided by CTN was 
just qualitatively better and 
had a lower price than the 
proposal submitted by the incumbent, the 
current contractor,” said Purchasing 
Department staffer James Scarboro dur¬ 
ing the Council meeting. Budd refutes that 
assessment, saying for instance, Free-Net 
incurs costs CTN does not, including main¬ 
taining and updating 200 computers 
(whereas the city will be providing CTN 
with 200 refurbished computers) and offer¬ 
ing free internet services to the city’s job 
lab at the DeWitty Center in East Austin. 

Budd wasn’t the only one sounding off on 
the contract choice. Council saw testimony 
from Free-Net supporters who pointed out 
the Bay Area group only expanded to Austin 
in 2017, making them less familiar with the 


community and needs of the city’s under¬ 
served. And while Free-Net serves 31 sites 
(including Neighborhood Centers, senior 
citizen hubs, and homeless shelters), CTN 
would only serve seven, said Free-Net board 
member Elizabeth Quintanilla. “One of the 
things that I’m still getting my own brain 
wrapped around is the California company 
has no experience serving particularly the 
low-income Austin community,” she said. 

Former House Rep. and Free-Net board 
member Wilhelmina Delco echoed the 
point, also stressing the importance of Free- 
Net’s longstanding presence in minority 
neighborhoods. “It doesn’t make any sense 
to bring a company in from California to 
serve an Austin community when there’s 
already a company meeting that need,” she 
told Council. Others pointed out that the 
city’s decision could reflect poorly on its 
mission to support not just local nonprofits, 
but diversity; Budd, an African-American 
woman, heads a diverse group of employ¬ 
ees. “I think the city has an opportunity to 
kind of make good on a lot of its language 
about supporting minorities, and its inten¬ 
tions with respect to nonprofits as well,” 
said Sharon Strover, a professor at UT’s 
College of Communications. 


Griffiths contacted the Chronicle to stress 
her local ties, saying she’s now a resident of 
the Austin area (she moved to Lago Vista 
this summer) and employs two full-time 
staff in the city. And although CTN is based 
in California, it is an “organization with a 
strategy to expand its programs nationally,” 
wrote Griffiths. “CTN welcomes the scrutiny 
of its application so that the taxpayer can be 
sure that the chosen contractor is providing 
the best service and value for the money.” 
Jessica Looney, CTN’s local program direc¬ 
tor, lamented the “stressful” process. “It’s 
unfortunate that it’s come to this level of 
entanglement because it’s unnecessary and 
inefficient,” she wrote. “I do think there are 
issues that need to be addressed here but in 
favor of the Austin community, I feel we all 
have the same mission and should act 
accordingly.” 

Budd called CTN a “great” nonprofit, just 
one that doesn’t have the expertise and rela¬ 
tionship with the community that Free-Net 
does. “I’m sure they’re an innovative group, 
but they don’t have the footprint we do,” she 
said. “I’d invite them to stay and serve 
Austin for at least five years to learn who we 
are and what we need before taking this on 
and displacing us.” - Mary Tuma

Police Contract Prelude 

Wednesday marked the start of a new round of 
meet-and-confer negotiations between the city 
and the Austin Police Association, and on Tues¬ 
day the APA and Combined Law Enforcement 
Associations of Texas announced they’d filed a 
lawsuit against the city to keep the Office of the 
Police Monitor from continuing to access person¬ 
nel files while investigating new complaints. The 
unions say the APA’s impasse with the city has ren¬ 
dered the OPM’s role in new IA investigations 
unlawful, and filed an injunction to halt the OPM’s 
continued efforts. APA President Ken Casaday said 
it was “unfortunate” the situation had come to 
this, but blamed City Council for not approving 
the contract the negotiating teams had spent the 
summer bargaining. 


Acknowledging the lawsuit, a spokesperson said 
the city is prepared to defend its interpretation of state 
law. Elaine Hart, acting in her previous capacity as 
interim city manager last month, had shuttered the 
Citizen Review Panel, but said the 0PM (now helmed 
by Farah Muscadin) could continue its work and stay 
within state law. “Our position... has been consistent 
and we continue to strive to uphold the accountability 
of police actions to maintain and improve relations 
between law enforcement and the community,” the 
city said. “We will continue to operate within the law 
and the Office of the Police Monitor will continue to 
carry out its important work.” 

The city said it was looking forward to returning 
to the bargaining table on Wednesday.

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POLITICAL DISCOURSE IN 

When Ben Shapiro took the stage at the 
Conservative Political Action Conference 
last week, he declared: “The era of political 
correctness is over. Political correctness is 
dying a slow, painful, bloody, agonizing 
death. And all I can say is, hell yeah.” 

Shapiro is a star among conservative 
pundits who traffic in “owning libs,” - that 
is, issuing intentionally provocative state¬ 
ments to rile up left-leaning Americans. 
People like him, Ann Coulter, and Milo 
Yiannopoulos all seem to thrive on being 
barred from speaking on college campuses, 
and are enjoying more celebrity at this 
moment in history than any other. 

Shapiro’s speech - which naturally 
included chants to “lock her up!” - served 
to exemplify how divisive personalities 
have contributed to a growing problem in 
American politics: a discourse that is lack¬ 
ing in civility; which makes it difficult for 
the polity to achieve consensus on divisive 
issues. The divide between the left and 
right has grown to a point experts believe 
rivals the gulf that created the Civil War. A 
point of contention is how people are 
expected to communicate. Liberals often 
see the advent of “political correctness” as a 
societal triumph; a testament to how far the 
nation has come in terms of respecting mar¬ 
ginalized groups. Conservatives see the 
same discourse as a trespass on the First 
Amendment, and a threat to American life. 

Jeffrey Rosen is president of the National 
Constitution Center, and sees the divide as 
threatening to a concept at the heart of the 
American system of government. The delib¬ 
erative process, as Rosen describes, was 
envisioned as a constraint on irrational 
action by the American people. “The found¬ 
ers didn’t create a direct democracy,” he 
said. “They created a representative repub-

lie where representatives thoughtfully 
deliberated for the public good. They also 
believed in slow deliberation and the impor¬ 
tance of time. They thought quick decisions 
would lead to demagogues and the mob, 
and that thoughtful majority could only 
crystallize if people had the time to deliber¬ 
ate over long periods of time.” 

If incendiary pundits are the sparks that 
set political bases aflame, technology is the 
rush of oxygen. Social media, in particular, 
has accelerated the speed at which people 
can communicate, leading to a form of 
direct communication the Founding Fathers 
consciously avoided (lest @AaronBurr go 
and block @AlexHamilton). Rosen notes 
how James Madison called the idea of 
elected officials communicating directly 
with their constituents a “democratic evil.” 
He and his cohorts were afraid elected offi¬ 
cials could be swayed by vocal minorities if 
they were not kept at an arm’s distance. 
Twitter’s rise has effectively erased that cre¬ 
ated distance, a reality that Rosen said 
“would have alarmed the framers” of the 
Constitution. 

Rosen points to a host of issues that have 
contributed to the era of hyperpartisanship, 
led by Twitter and Facebook. Such plat¬ 
forms have allowed Americans to create 
what’s becoming known as “filter bubbles.” 
The algorithms that power the sites are 
designed to show users content they are 
likely to enjoy, because if they’re looking at 
articles and posts they agree with, they’re 
more likely to log in more often. Filter 
bubbles allow Americans of different ideol¬ 
ogies to live in their own realities. Com¬ 
bined with the proliferation of actual fake 
news, Americans are less likely than ever to 
reach a common understanding of any par¬ 
ticular issue. “The rise in fake news is a 



terrible challenge to the essence of the 
Madisonian ideal,” said Rosen. “The need to 
converge around a common understanding 
of facts is central to the whole idea of delib¬ 
eration and the public good.” 

Rosen believes the cumulative effect of 
technology and extreme partisanship has 


been the erosion of civil discourse. But he 
stresses that one must not confuse the con¬ 
cept of civil discourse with that of political 
correctness. Where the latter has become a 
cudgel used by the far right to hammer per¬ 
ceived sensitivity within liberal factions, 
civil discourse plays an important role in

ICEnse Plate Readers? 


As part of their ramped-up deportation 
efforts, the U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement arrested 145 undocumented 
immigrants in South and Central Texas, 
including 45 from Austin, over seven days 
ending Feb. 16. While 86 immigrants - most¬ 
ly men from Mexico - had criminal convic¬ 
tions, 39 were arrested based on previous 
immigration encounters, and 20 had no prior 
immigration history or encounters. Those 
arrested ranged from 18 to 62 years old. Dan 
Bible, field office director for ICE San Antonio, 
said the results “are a clear indication of 
ICE’s commitment regarding the role we play 
in keeping our communities safe.” Of course, 
that statement - and the federal figures - 
should be taken with a grain of salt; ICE has 
a history of undercutting arrest totals and 
scrambling to justify non-criminal arrests. 

With anti-immigrant fervor, ICE has recently 
taken a troubling step that could help them 


locate undocumented immigrants more quick¬ 
ly. Thanks to a deal struck with private surveil¬ 
lance firm Vigilant Solutions, one of the 
U.S.’s largest data sharing networks, ICE now 
has access to a nationwide trove of billions of 
license plate records, and capabilities for real¬ 
time location track¬ 
ing, according to a 
report published in 
the Verge. Vigilant 
collects license plate 
data from vehicle 
repossession agencies and other private com¬ 
panies as well as local law enforcement 
departments, meaning ICE now has the poten¬ 
tial to track every location a plate has been 
over a five-year span and get updates any 
time a new record of a certain license plate is 
found. Earlier this month, the city of Alameda, 
Calif., axed a Vigilant contract due largely to 
the company’s newfound ties to ICE. 


“This type of collection of license plate 
information is really problematic for a lot of 
reasons, including privacy,” says Kali Cohn, 
staff attorney with the ACLU of Texas. “You 
can learn a significant amount of sensitive 
information from plates, like where someone 
goes for medical care. And this contract with 
ICE compounds the many privacy concerns.” 

In 2016, the city of Kyle rescinded its agree¬ 
ment with Vigilant 
amid those privacy 
concerns, including of 
possible data breach¬ 
es, from residents and 
city leaders. The read¬ 
ers also drew criticism for criminalizing the 
poor, as the technology tracked down those 
with outstanding warrants, allowing officials 
to collect fees from suspects if they paid a 
25% surcharge to Vigilant. 

The Austin Police Department is one 
of several law enforcement agencies that 
still has a contract with the surveillance 
firm. In 2016, the city of Austin entered 


into a $900,000 five-year agreement with 
Vigilant to buy its Automatic License Plate 
Recognition System for APD’s Auto Theft 
Interdiction Project. Cameras are mounted 
on patrol vehicles, portable trailers, and 
stationary roadside structures to automati¬ 
cally capture images of vehicle license 
plates to identify stolen vehicles or fleeing 
cars, with the hope of reducing auto theft 
and other crime. APD argued that the tech¬ 
nology replaces running license plate data 
manually, a “timely, inefficient and ultimate¬ 
ly costly” exercise. 

In a letter to APD from Vigilant that we 
obtained, the firm notes that ICE “will not 
receive access to your agency data unless 
you complete a direct agency-to-agency share 
with them.” APD spokesperson Anna Sabana 
told me: “Our data is not shared with ICE 
except with APD’s explicit approval and we 
have not shared any of our data with ICE.” 
Asked if APD has future plans to share the 
data with ICE, Sabana said it does not. APD 
has publicly supported the immigrant commu- 
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American democracy. “Without civil dis¬ 
course, we can’t converge around a common 
understanding of the public good,” he 
asserted. “So, civil discourse is not just 
some feel-good academic exercise; it is cru¬ 
cial to the ability of genuine majority rule in 
America, and it is urgently important to 
create platforms to bring both sides togeth¬ 
er for conversation.” 

How Americans can overcome these 
problems will be at the heart of a SXSWedu 
panel that will feature Rosen and Widener 
University President Julie Wollman. One 
solution Rosen intends to explore is a cam¬ 
paign to educate Americans on the intrica¬ 
cies of the U.S. Constitution - the interpre¬ 
tation of which has led to some of the 
nation’s most divisive debates. To aid in 
that effort, the National Constitution Center 
has created the Interactive Constitution, 
an online resource which brings together 
constitutional scholars selected by the 
American Constitution Society and the Fed¬ 
eralist Society - the nation’s most promi¬ 
nent liberal and conservative constitutional 
law groups, respectively - to discuss the 
document’s history and offer interpreta¬ 
tions of its 80 clauses. Rosen said of the 
resource, “It doesn’t shy away from areas of 
disagreement, and it is inspiring to see that 
top constitutional scholars in America were 
able to identify 1,000 words of agreement 
about the most controversial provisions of 
the Constitution.” 

Whether or not this political polarization 
can be ended remains to be seen. Rosen’s 
mission to educate the citizenry on what the 
document they are arguing about actually 
means, however, serves as a step in the 
right direction. As former Supreme Court 
Justice Louis Brandeis wrote, “Knowledge 
is essential to understanding; and under¬ 
standing should precede judging.” If 
Americans can get to that point, they may 
begin to get along. - Austin Sanders

nity and stood against Texas’ Senate Bill 4, 
meant to punish sanctuary cities. However, 
Sabana says APD “will be” sharing the data 
with the Travis County Sheriff’s Office, 
Williamson County Sheriff’s Office, and 
the Austin Regional Intelligence Center, 
potentially opening the door to ICE getting 
their hands on the sensitive data through 
those groups. (Questions to WCSO and ARIC 
were not returned.) 

The ACLU’s Cohn warns that contract 
agreements can be amended and changed 
over time without notice to the public, there¬ 
fore opening up problematic possibilities. 
(Asked if APD would alert the public if they 
changed course, Sabana responded, “Not 
applicable since we will not be sharing.”) The 
civil liberties organization points to its Com¬ 
munity Control Over Police Surveillance 
model ordinance, signed on by several cities 
nationwide, that would require public over¬ 
sight of surveillance contracts. Austin has 
not yet signed on to that ordinance, accord¬ 
ing to the ACLU. - Mary Tuma

U.S. Rep. Joaquin Castro and former 
state senator and 2014 lieutenant governor 
candidate Leticia Van de Putte are backing 
Lupe Valdez’s gubernatorial bid. Van de 
Putte called Valdez a “straight-talking, trail- 
blazing veteran and strong compassionate 
sheriff with San Antonio roots.” (M.T.) ... The 
CD 21 Dem fight - aka “Let’s Beat Kopser” - 
continues, with Elliott McFadden again 
blasting foe Joseph Kopser’s board mem¬ 
bership of the Texas Association of Busi¬ 
ness. “On women’s health, Joseph Kopser’s 
TAB was to the right of Greg Abbott,” McFad- 
den said in a press release. “When you help 
lead an organization that ‘opposes all new 
health care mandates,’ I think you have to 
question what kind of champion Kopser will 
be for women’s health.” Meanwhile, Kopser 
released a new digital ad: “Democrat Joseph 
Kopser is running for Congress because 
access to affordable, quality health care is 
worth fighting for. Joseph’s all in on strength¬ 
ening and protecting Obamacare and fighting 
back against Republicans who want to 
defund Planned Parenthood. He will always 
vote to protect women’s access to health 
care and right to choose.” (M.K.) ... The 
Texas AFT union reports that in an online poll 
of mostly teachers and other school employ¬ 
ees, with more than 1,800 respondents, GOP 
voters favored Scott Milder by 91-7% over 
incumbent Dan Patrick in the primary race 
for lieutenant governor. Many respondents 
commented, “Anyone but Dan.” (M.K.) ... Text- 
based campaigning is standard fare in mod¬ 
ern politics, but one Chronicle mom - who 
lives in Baltimore - was surprised to see a 
message seeking support from Travis County 
Dem chair candidate Dyana Limon-Mercado 
“Do you know this candidate? <3 Mom,” she 
wrote, forwarding the message. (C.H.)

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T his year’s primary race for the 331st 
District Court has been as much 
about dishing dirt as it has been about 
judicial issues. And the dirt hasn’t exactly 
been distributed evenly across the race. 

Incumbent Judge David Crain and indi¬ 
gent defense attorney Chantal Eldridge are 
both Democrats, though they are far apart 
in their status within the Travis County 
party establishment, and in their opinions 
of the responsibilities of a felony judge. 
Eldridge has spent her campaign arguing 
for a heightened focus on mental health 
dockets in the felony court, has lobbied for 
indigent rights, and attacked Crain for rest¬ 
ing on his laurels after 35 years of experi¬ 
ence on three benches, an accusation Crain 
rejects. Austinites saw these arguments 
play out on television over the past few 
weeks; Eldridge invested big money into 
30-second spots during Olympic broadcasts. 

Concurrently, in the Statesman, Eldridge 
got hit with two pieces alleging serious 
problems with her character, one of them 
criminal in nature. Last Thursday, the daily 
reported details of a suspended Austin 
Police Department investigation, dating 
from 2006, into accusations by a 16-year-old 
Brazilian foreign exchange student that 
Eldridge seduced him while he was living 
with her and her 8-year-old son. According 
to the boy’s account, Eldridge asked the boy 
to teach her how to play poker. After 30 min¬ 
utes she asked to play strip poker, and after 
she’d stripped naked, the two moved to the 
boy’s bedroom, where they continued to 
play until he was also naked, then began to 
have sex. Reached in Brazil, the man, now 
27, told the Statesman that he and Eldridge 
got into an argument after he expressed 
“discomfort” with what had happened. 

BREAKING NEWS 

The story is the fourth in a string of nega¬ 
tive reports against Eldridge that began in 
2016 during her campaign for judge of the 
450th District Court. (She lost to Brad 
Urrutia.) The first was a news story on the 
Chronicle site, on Feb. 15, 2016, one day 
before early voting began, including details 
of her representation in the late Nineties of 
Byron (Low Tax) Looper, who was running at 
the time for a seat on the Tennessee state 
senate, and stood accused (and was eventu¬ 
ally convicted) of murdering his opponent 
during the campaign. Fliers distributed dur¬ 
ing the course of the 2016 campaign dogged 
Eldridge for briefly representing Looper in a 
civil suit he’d filed before his trial. (“Low 
Tax, High Cost,” Feb. 15, 2016.) 

Five days after our story went online, the 
Statesman in a race preview teased news of a 
1995 arrest Eldridge incurred for obstructing 
her mother’s arrest - a case that was dis¬ 
missed and has since been expunged. Urrutia 
campaigned hard on both events, referring to 
them regularly at campaign forums. He 
ended up winning the race by six points. 

Now Eldridge is back, trying to beat 
Crain in his first contested election since he 
became a district judge in 2010. And for the 
first time Crain has retained noted political 
consultants GNI Strategies, the same group 
that worked on Urrutia’s campaign. The 


group, led today by Katie Naranjo, has 
enjoyed an illustrious run in local politics, 
having recently managed successful cam¬ 
paigns for officials like Urrutia, Mayor 
Steve Adler, Sheriff Sally Hernandez, state 
Rep. Gina Hinojosa, and state Senator Kirk 
Watson. But GNI also has a reputation 
within the local campaign community for 
utilizing tough tactics, and is currently fac¬ 


ing a pending complaint from fellow politi¬ 
co Mike Lewis, who believes GNI sabotaged 
his campaign for chair of the Travis County 
Democratic Party by registering three 
attack websites (www.therealmikelewis. 
com, www.lewis4chair.com, and www. 
mikelewisscrewedthedemocrats.com) 
under the guise of an unregistered political 
action committee so it could install Anne 
Wynne into the role. (She’s currently entan¬ 
gled in a race with Dyana Limon-Mercado.) 


Lewis pulled out, making him the second 
potential candidate to withdraw from the 
race for chair. Naranjo’s longtime friend 
and ally Rick Cofer was the first; the former 
assistant county and district attorney with¬ 
drew in late October after word got out 
about a history of chauvinistic behavior in 
his past. (He currently runs a criminal 
defense practice.) 


And with the 331st District Court race 
have come two new attacks on Eldridge’s 
history. In a race preview published two 
days before early voting began, the States¬ 
man reported that Eldridge retains, both at 
her legal practice and on her campaign, a 
man named John Zamarripa, who in 1990 
pleaded guilty to the sexual assault of a 
14-year-old relative. That was followed with¬ 
in five days by news of the alleged 2006 
sexual assault. 


WHERE THERE’S SMOKE... 

Negative news is common in local elec¬ 
tions, but there’s been more to these stories 
than what has been presented, and we’ve 
been privy to tips about each one. In 2016, 
the obstruction charge was the most sala¬ 
cious, and Urrutia clung to it through his 
campaign: Eldridge was arrested for 
obstructing the arrest of her mother. But 
her mother, 62 at the time, was herself 
arrested because her dogs had gotten out¬ 
side the yard (“dogs at large” was the offi¬ 
cial charge), and Eldridge says her mother 
emerged from the arrest with a pair of bro¬ 
ken glasses and bruises on her back and 
arms. Eldridge said she called the 
Cookeville (Tenn.) Police Department the 
next day to ask how to file a complaint of 
excessive force against the arresting officer, 
and was told to come in at a certain time. 
She did, and upon her exit was met by the 
same officer who had arrested her mother; 
he told her that she too would be arrested. 
A grand jury indicted Eldridge, but the 
state dismissed the case, and she said the 
officer was assigned to desk duty. “I don’t 
feel bad about that,” she said in January. “I 
feel like I did the right thing” by filing the 
complaint. 

The Zamarripa story came, to us at least, 
on Thursday, Feb. 15, from an “off the 
record” source with connections to the Crain 
campaign, but who insisted on remaining 
anonymous. Eldridge’s camp had known it 
was coming, and on Monday, Feb. 12, sent 
an email to supporters confirming Zamar¬ 
ripa’s crime - yet describing it as one for 
which he had served his time, and from 
which Eldridge believes he deserves to re¬ 
enter productive society. Zamarripa has 
completed 10 years of deferred adjudica¬ 
tion, she said, and “met every condition 
required of him for the last 27 years.” He 
worked on her campaign in 2016 and also on 
Mike Martinez’s run for mayor. (Martinez 
told us Zamarripa had disclosed his history 
and provided countless hours of volunteer 
time doing data entry and blockwalking. He 
never had a problem with Zamarripa during 
that time.) Eldridge said that to deny 
Zamarripa another chance would be con¬ 
trary to the principles of her campaign. 

But that was only a prelude; Zamarripa 
currently faces a class C misdemeanor 
charge for assault by physical contact, for 
interactions he had with two female inmates 
at the county jail (while working for 
Eldridge). The circumstances are somewhat 
complex: Last August, a women we’ll iden¬ 
tify as R.R. told Travis County deputies that 
Zamarripa during the course of his official 
visit “made numerous inappropriate 
remarks of a sexual nature,” asked about a 
tattoo on her breast, and at one point placed 
business cards in her breast pocket, only to 
reach back into the pocket and remove the 
cards to write something on them, then 
place them back. A report notes R.R. “said 
that each time he was touching her breast 
... he knew what he was doing.” The report 
continues, later introducing a jailhouse 
acquaintance of R.R.’s we will call A.J. She

Sex, lies, and politics in the 331 st District Court

told deputies that at one point during an 
official visit Zamarripa touched her hands 
and arms to inspect for cuts. 

Eldridge told us that she hired defense 
attorney Charlie Baird to look into the alle¬ 
gations to recommend whether she should 
terminate Zamarripa’s employment, and 
that Baird currently represents Zamarripa 
on the misdemeanor charge. (A pretrial 
hearing is currently set for March 29.) Baird 
told us on Tuesday that the R.R. incident 
was “not filed or pursued because the com¬ 
plainant was not credible.” He forwarded a 
statement from the second woman, A.J., 
that reads: “I feel as though I was put under 
much pressure to write a statement in 
regards to a conversation I had with an 
inmate. My encounter with [Zamarripa] was 
definitely exaggerated. I do not agree to any 
allegations against him. Due to the my [sic] 
mental state at the time I was susceptible 
and wrongfully convinced to act on some¬ 
thing I did not want to do.” 

A court coordinator said on Tuesday that 
the TCSO detective who filed the original 
complaint against Zamarripa filed a new 
complaint in the same case on Monday. The 
coordinator could not confirm Baird’s 
assessment of the case’s circumstances, or 
provide details of the new complaint, but 
said it’s possible that charges have been 
brought for both incidents, and also possi¬ 
ble that charges have only been brought for 
one. The court’s records on the case are not 
subject to the Public Information Act. 

Just as the dust was settling on the 
Zamarripa story, the Statesman reported on 
the exchange student’s allegations. The boy 
said he alerted the organization that placed 
him at Eldridge’s house after the two had 
sex, and was promptly moved to a new 
home in Cedar Park. The organization, 
which is not named in the Statesman’s 
report, also alerted APD, which launched a 
three-month investigation that brought no 
case to a grand jury - a conclusion both the 
Statesman and current District Attorney 
Margaret Moore (reviewing the case file) 
attributed to the boy’s returning to Brazil 
and concerns over a physical abnormality 
on Eldridge’s body that Moore said “could 
not be resolved.” 

Eldridge denied the story, calling it “BS,” 
and citing “independent medical proof.” 


She said the boy’s accusation followed a 
“temper tantrum” over house rules, and 
that he at one point told police she threat¬ 
ened to report him for drinking alcohol. She 
elaborated on Facebook the next day, calling 
the story “false” and “debunked by a doctor 
who documented ‘a very readily noticeable’ 
feature on my body which my accuser could 
not identify.” She called “the legality and 
authenticity” of the reports used by the 
Statesman “questionable,” and recommend¬ 
ed they be “turned over for scrutiny.” 

Eldridge did not know how the police 
report became public. She filed an open 
records request on Feb. 23, but was told it is 
not accessible because it names a child vic¬ 
tim. Reached by phone on Friday, Moore 
cited two provisions of state law that would 
prevent the report’s release, unless the 
alleged victim in the case approved having 
them unsealed after he turned 18. 

PRIMARY SOURCES 

The Statesman does not reveal their 
source for the police report, but two people 
have confirmed to the Chronicle that it 
came to them through Mark Walters. 
Walters, a former personal trainer and cur¬ 
rently a law student, is a peripheral member 
of the Austin political scene. (He’s the guy 
who filed those ethics complaints against 
former City Council Member Don Zimmer¬ 
man.) He told the Chronicle he’s been trying 
to place the story in a local outlet since 
Eldridge campaigned against Urrutia. He 
claims his reasons are apolitical, and that 


he’s known of the allegations against 
Eldridge since they were first raised; Jodie 
Goldberg, a former workout client, was a 
host mother in the program, and took the 
boy into her home after he left Eldridge. 
(He stayed there for two weeks before mov¬ 
ing on to another family.) 

Walters would not explain how he came 
into possession of the report, but he too car¬ 
ries a legal history. He spent five years in 
prison for violating a probation sentence 
stemming from a 2005 obstruction or retali¬ 
ation felony conviction; he took a woman’s 
camera and threatened to share nude pho¬ 
tos stored on it. (He was also indicted for 
credit card fraud in the same case.) He was 
charged with criminal mischief and making 
abusive calls to 911 in two separate inci¬ 
dents in 2009, and is currently facing indict¬ 
ment for tampering with or fabricating 
physical evidence, a third degree felony, 
stemming from a 2016 inci¬ 
dent. He showed up at APD 
headquarters with what 
police believed to be a doc¬ 
tored medical report, wear¬ 
ing a neck brace, medical 
boot, and plastic cast, and 
signed an affidavit alleging 
he was the victim of an assault, despite the 
fact that residents at the apartment complex 
where he lived told investigators that he had 
been seen “without crutches or braces.” 

Goldberg acknowledged Walters’ criminal 
history to us, but said she reached out to him 
because she hoped he could bring the story 
to light while allowing her to still maintain 
anonymity. She also denied using the infor¬ 
mation specifically to help Crain; her motives 
were personal. “I couldn’t pick him out of a 
lineup,” she said of Crain, “but her I sure 
could.” As host to another Brazilian teenager 
in 2006, Goldberg and her husband Mike saw 
Eldridge and the student regularly. Both 
contest Eldridge’s characterization of the 
boy as being resistant to authority. “He was 
very mature,” said Goldberg. “He did not 
throw temper tantrums.” 

The Goldbergs had been working with 
APD, but said they left the situation alone 
after the boy’s father made it clear that he 
no longer wanted his son involved with the 
police. It wasn’t until Eldridge ran against 
Urrutia and Goldberg drove past a cam¬ 
paign sign that she contacted Walters and 


asked if he knew how to get word out about 
the suspended investigation. Walters 
dropped those efforts when Urrutia won the 
primary, but after seeing a new sign this 
year, Goldberg again contacted Walters, who 
this time had more success placing the 
story. “Make no mistake,” he wrote to 
Eldridge in an email titled “Karma” three 
hours before the Statesman story landed, 
“The shit storm that you are entering comes 
directly from me.” Eldridge’s campaign has 
2 circulated that email and Walters’ criminal

o history in an effort to sow doubt into the 
5 story’s veracity. 

> Walters insists he does not work for any 
J political group, but he is at least tangen- 
| tially related to GNI Strategies. He’s 
| rumored to have been in contact with politi¬ 
cal strategist Patrick McDonald (indeed, 
they’re friends on Eacebook), who dates 
GNI COO Jovita Pardo, who’s managing 
Crain’s campaign. And on Sunday when we 
spoke, Goldberg mentioned that Walters 
has been in communication with Rick 
Cofer. Goldberg said Cofer helped get the 
police report into the Statesman’s hands; he 
met Goldberg through Walters, and used his 
new acquaintance to get in touch with the 
boy, who consented to have Cofer represent 
him - thereby gaining access to the other¬ 
wise sealed report. 

Naranjo said on Friday that Cofer has 
never been an employee or contract worker 
of GNI or Crain’s campaign. Responding to 
a call asking him to confirm Goldberg’s 
assessment, Cofer emailed: “It is my hope 
that the law and the facts will matter most, 
not the personality or the politics. 

“The law and the facts are as follows: 

“1. The juvenile victim in this case 
requested the relevant 
offense report, as the law 
allows. 

“2. The statute of limita¬ 
tions on the offense has not 
expired. 

“3. The victim is willing to 
cooperate with the Travis 
County District Attorney’s Office. 

“As this is an open matter, please refer 
questions to the Travis County District 
Attorney.” 

JUST THE FACTS 

Cofer’s client consented to release the 
police report to us this Tuesday, Feb. 27. The 
22-page document details Det. Clifford Rog¬ 
ers’ three-month investigation into claims 
made on Oct. 20,2006, that Eldridge seduced 
the boy over a game of strip poker on either 
Oct. 10 or 11 of that year. The boy told the 
program that placed him with Eldridge, 
which placed a call to APD. After Rogers 
and the boy met to go over cursory details 
(including any abnormalities or skin mark¬ 
ings on Eldridge, which the boy could not 
recall), Rogers recommended that they plan 
a pretext phone call (a recorded phone con¬ 
versation between the victim and the sus¬ 
pect) involving him and Eldridge. The boy 
agreed, but when they called Eldridge she 
did not pick up. Rogers and the boy made 
plans to try again on Nov. 4, but that morn¬ 
ing the program’s area director relayed an

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email from the boy’s father indicating that 
he “did not want his son to have any further 
contact with Chantal Eldridge.” 

The boy had provided APD with a phone 
number for his father, but when Rogers 
called to explain to him what a pretext phone 
call was, there was no answer. He made mul¬ 
tiple calls yet never established contact, and 
through an intermediary double-checked 
with the boy to ensure that the number was 
correct. On Nov. 20, following a court sub¬ 
poena for the father’s contact information, 
Rogers received a fax from the exchange 
program that included a different phone 
number than the one the boy had provided. 

Rogers staffed the case with Assistant 
District Attorney Dayna Blazey, who advised 
not to follow through with a pretext call. 
Rogers made an appointment, and met with 
Eldridge on Dec. 21. She told him that she 
and the boy did play poker, but never strip 
poker, and she denied having an intimate 
relationship with him. She said that one 
time while vacationing in South Padre 
Island she got out of the shower and looked 
in the mirror to see the boy “standing 
behind her with a cup of coffee,” and that he 
left the room when she turned around. 
Rogers asked if she would take a polygraph 
and she consented, if Blazey would put “in 
writing that no charges would be filed if she 
passed.” (Rogers said that would not be pos¬ 
sible.) The report notes discrepancies 
between Eldridge’s description of the size 
of her bodily abnormality and what a doctor 


observed (it “may not be as noticeable as 
she described,” wrote Rogers), but that the 
boy also “indicated” that he “observed” the 
area where the abnormality was located “for 
some time before he became naked and 
they had sex.” 

The case remains open. There is no stat¬ 
ute of limitations to the prosecution of such 
a case. Cofer says the boy, now 27, has 
expressed a willingness to come back. He 
passed along a statement, which reads in 
part that the boy reported Eldridge’s “sexu¬ 
al conduct because I needed help, I was 
sixteen and couldn’t deal with the situa¬ 
tion.” He said he had no other motive “than 
allow the truth to be known about her. ... If 
she is prosecuted I will provide truthful 
information that I personally witnessed 
because she is not suited for such a power¬ 
ful position.” 

It’s unlikely at this point that there will 
be a resolution. John Zamarripa will con¬ 
tinue to work for Chantal Eldridge, barring 
a ruling in JP court; he embodies what she 
believes rehabilitation from crimes should 
be. The 1995 case remains expunged; much 
ado about nothing, should you ask us. As 
for Low Tax, he died in prison; 20 years 
later, Eldridge believes she was right to rep¬ 
resent him before his trial. 

Today through Tuesday Austinites will go 
to the polls and vote. They won’t know for 
sure what happened with that boy. They’ll 
just know the law and the facts, and what 
has happened with this race. ■

When tragedy befalls an artist or group of artists - such as the Jan. 2 fire started by a 
still-at-large arsonist that burned down Raw Paw’s headquarters full of irreplaceable art - it 
isn’t just an affront to those particular people, it’s an attack on the entire creative community. 
Yet, such a widespread feeling of pain and loss is likewise often the rallying cry for a mass 
movement toward healing, as was the case during the art collective’s Saturday evening arson 
benefit held at Spokesman Coffee and St. Elmo Brewing Company, which drew hundreds of 
supporters for a showcase of local bands and the sale of art saved from the flames. 

“Snapshot” covered the benefit and chatted with the three founders - Chris Dock, Kyle 
Carter, and Jen Rachid - as well as performers and supporters to illuminate Raw Paw’s method 
of moving forward, which hinges on the goal of proliferating success for artists of all stripes. 



Nathan Wilkins of Hikes at the benefit performs solo as Monte: “I don’t care about a silver lining... because I 
don’t think I should have to search in tragedy for that kind of thing,” reflects Wilkins during a postshow chat 
that quickly turns emotional when discussing how the fire occurred weeks after the departure of Hikes guitarist 
Will Kauber following allegations of sexual assault. “All I know is that I want whoever the fuck did that... to get 
better. The goal is for these people to get better, and then our world gets better.” 


St. Elmo Brewing Company head brewer/owner Bryan Winslow holds 
the official poster for the benefit. The brewery donated 10% of all bar 
sales: “Raw Paw is on their way to being one of our neighbors here,” 
says Winslow, referring to Raw Paw’s new home base, which likely 
launches in three to six months. “Hopefully, we tell enough people 
[about their troubles] and have enough impact through the event so it 

maybe doesn’t happen again.”

Local Opera Local Artists’ La Clemenza di Tito: A Retelling 
asks hard questions about forgiveness in a messy world

When is it right to spare the life of some¬ 
one who tried to kill you? 

What may sound like a theoretical ques¬ 
tion from a freshman ethics class has taken 
up lots of space in the real world lately what 
with the news surrounding Kent Whitaker. 
He petitioned the state’s Board of Pardons 
and Paroles to commute the death sentence 
of his son Thomas, who instigated a plot to 
murder his parents and his brother 15 years 
earlier. Though Kent Whitaker lost his wife 
and other son in the attack and was himself 
shot in the chest, he pled for clemency on 
the grounds that the execution of Thomas 
- now the only surviving member of his 
family - would only compound his grief. 
This man had wrestled with the above ques¬ 
tion in a profoundly personal way and 
found an answer of forgiveness and mercy. 

Whitaker’s story may add an unexpected 
resonance to the latest effort from LOLA - 
Local Opera Local Artists - in its run this 
week at Austin Scottish Rite Theater. In La 
Clemenza di Tito: A Retelling, the Roman 
emperor of the title faces the same question 
after a close friend tries to assassinate him. 
Is it right for Tito to pardon his frenemy? 

LOLA’s creative team didn’t expect any¬ 
thing this timely when they programmed 
Mozart’s last opera. (Trivia note: Mozart was 


offered the commission only after his rival 
Salieri passed on it.) The impetus to mount 
Tito came from the score, which caught the 
ear of Artistic Producer Rebecca Herman 
while working on a scene at Des Moines 
Metro Opera. “I was struck by how great the 
music was and wanted to spend more time 
getting into both the music and what the 
opera had to offer dramatically,” she says. 

With LOLA having just done an original 
work (accent on original), the dance/opera/ 
art song pastiche We Might Be Struck by 
Lightning, diving back into the mainstream 
made box-office sense. “La Clemenza di 
Tito isn’t done as often as some of Mozart’s 
other operas, but it’s still Mozart and I felt 
that would have some pull,” says Herman. 
Still, LOLA’s never been about producing 
the standard repertoire in standard ways - 
it made its name, after all, with La Femme 
Boheme, a reimagining of Puccini with his 
Paris bohemians all played by women, and 
distilled Carmen down for three singers - so 
it wouldn’t pour just another shot of Tito. 

Enter Berenice. 

She doesn’t appear in the opera, though 
she’s key to the story. She’s Tito’s lover and 
would be his queen, only the Roman people 


aren’t keen to have a queen from Judea on 
the throne (cf. Cleopatra), and she’s sent 
packing to Jerusalem so Tito can choose a 
nice Roman bride. And from that act springs 
the intrigues of the plot, with Vitellia 
angling to get the rose from Tito and when 
she doesn’t, urging her lover Sesto to whack 
his pal Tito out of spite. 

Once she and executive producer/primo 
mezzo Liz Cass decided to do Tito, Herman 
says “the question of how we were going to 
shorten it/cut it/present it became para¬ 
mount. I think one of the reasons Tito 
doesn’t get performed as often as other 
Mozart operas is the libretto is just not as 
strong. One gets bogged down in long rec¬ 
itatives with complicated political machina¬ 
tions that are hard to follow even with 
supertitles.” Someone suggested she add a 
narrator to streamline the storytelling, but 
Herman wasn’t sure how to fit one into Tito. 

Then, in researching the life of Titus, the 
historical emperor on whom Tito was based, 
Herman learned about the actual Berenice, 
daughter of Herod Agrippa and widow of 
his brother, Herod of Chalcis. She struck 
Herman as an ideal narrator for this retell¬ 
ing: “I liked the idea of framing the opera 
through the eyes of a woman and an out¬ 
sider.” The fact that Titus died shortly after 
the events of the opera led Herman to the 
idea of opening the story at Tito’s funeral. 
“From there, Berenice, the woman who 
loved Tito, comes forward to tell the audi¬ 
ence the story and clarify what happened so 
we don’t make the same mistakes they did.” 

“For Berenice, telling the story is an act 
of cleansing,” says Rebecca Whitehurst, 
who collaborated on We Might Be Struck by 
Lightning and was tapped to pen Berenice’s 
lines. She found it crucial to root them in 
personal need. “There’s great risk in writ¬ 
ing a character whose primary purpose is to 
narrate the story. I tried instead to tell the 
story through character, making Berenice 
active - to create a character that doesn’t 
narrate the story but rather lives its arc.” 
She considers Berenice in this Tito trans¬ 
formative. “When you change the storytell¬ 
er, the story rises anew. It was invigorating 
to help create this new storyteller - espe¬ 
cially as she is an emigrant and a woman.” 

But Berenice serves yet another purpose 
in LOLA’s production: articulating the hard 
questions about mercy and leadership that, 
in Herman’s eyes, weren’t addressed in the 
original libretto. “On the surface, it’s a nice 
idea that if our leaders were merciful and 
forgiving, everything would be better and 
everyone could live in harmony. But really, 
Sesto attempted to assassinate the emperor. 
Do we want to say actions don’t have conse¬ 
quences? Not to mention that Tito is par¬ 
doning his friend and confidant. Are friends 
of powerful leaders held to a different letter

of the law than the rest of the populace? 

“This is not to say that Tito’s desire to be 
a good leader is wrong. It’s just that he is an 
idealist who wants to please everyone and 
in doing so pleases no one and weakens his 
government by ignoring the laws. We’re left 
asking, what does a good leader look like? 
While a leader can be good, I’m not sure a 
leader can always be kind. In our retelling, 
Tito pays the price for being too lenient 
with his friends, plunging the capital into 
unrest and chaos. Instead of a simplistic 
morality tale of black and white, I wanted to 
show a complex story dealing with humans 
and the messy gray world we inhabit.” ■

Taking Care 
of Bidness 


UT Department of Theatre & Dance's Enron smartly 
recounts and reframes the corporate beast's rise and fall

The rise and fall of Houston corporate 
monolith Enron was a stain on American 
business practices that ruined the lives of 
20,000 employees and grifted billions 
of dollars from countless investors. It 
also serves as the current business 
model for quite a few companies in 
the U.S. It is a story people really 
should know. The University of Texas 
Department of Theatre & Dance not 
only does a bang-up job of 
presenting Lucy Prebble’s 
entertaining and historically 
accurate script, but further 
reframes and modernizes 
the play with a cast com¬ 
posed of actors whose gen¬ 
der identities are either female or nonbinary. 

So what happens to a story about “The 
Boys’ Club” when there are no boys onstage? 
Well, for starters, the underlying threat of 
violence embedded in the culture of toxic 
masculinity (on which Enron - and business 
culture at large is built) is left by the way- 
side. It takes the air completely out of all the 
posturing, dry humping, name-calling, and 


middle finger displays, reducing them to the 
immature actions of out-of-control children, 
and rescues text that could easily slide into 
Mamet or LaBute territory with beauti¬ 
ful irony. In short, it makes a larger 
absurdity of an already absurd story, 
and, instead of making you tune out 
when the aggressive bro-down starts, 
UT’s production of Enron draws you 
in, depicting big-business behavior at 
its most bro-fueled as exclu¬ 
sionary, selfish, and com¬ 
petitive, but seldom mali¬ 
cious. Like a mosh pit at a 
punk show, the men on the 
trading floor at Enron are 
just having fun while women, 
investors, power companies, and the state of 
California are pushed to the back. 

Together with a committed cast of all- 
in actors and a dream team of designers, 
director Hannah Wolf successfully proves 
that reframing and commenting upon his¬ 
tory can be as simple as switching out the 
storytellers. And these storytellers hit the 
mark again and again, starting with Cait

is Annemarie Alaniz as

Graham’s costume design, which features 
everything from a three-legged suit worn by 
the Lehman Brothers to a rave-ready raptor 
outfit. Roxy Mojica’s super-sleek set design 
provides defined multilevel playing spaces 
while still maintaining the elegant feel of a 
stylish boardroom (and is a very clever use 
of the Oscar G. Brockett Theatre to boot). 
Dramaturgs Christine Gwillim and Kara 
Mavers, together with projection designer 
Robert Mallin and sound designer Malyssa 
Quiles, will put you squarely back in the 
Nineties with the music and TV footage 
that some of us know only too well. And the 
whole show is peppered with Oluwaseun S. 
Olayiwola’s infectious dance numbers and 
unexpected musical interludes, courtesy of 
equal parts Nineties Top 40 and genius com 
poser Sam Lipman, who even works in an a 
cappella barbershop number. 


Then there are the actors. The cast is as 
talented as it is large, and while every per¬ 
formance in Enron is worth seeing, Caroline 
Beagles’ depiction of Andy Fastow as a 
wormy, wannabe big boy is as impressive as 
it is entertaining, as is Bella Medina’s femme- 
fatale-on-steroids version of Claudia Roe. But 
first-year BFA student Kayla Johnson pulls 
off the biggest acting feat of the evening: 

Her version of Ken Lay is so charismatic and 
genuinely nice that you’ll find yourself actually 
liking Ken Lay. She’s that good, you guys. 

In closing, a warning: While I highly recom¬ 
mend viewing UT’s Enron, side effects are 
not limited to but may include: Capitalist 
Guilt, Excessive Smiling, An Urge to Smash 
the Gender Binary, Dino Envy, Toe Tapping, 
Generation X Anxiety, Intense Pride in Your 
Alma Mater, Spontaneous Girl Power, and 
Bitcoin Panic.

THE CITY OF BRASS 

by S.A. Chakraborty 
Harper Voyager, 544 pp., $25.99 

At its best, the fantasy genre has 
always been about using the imagina¬ 
tion to wrap our minds around the 
world we actually live in. That’s what 
makes The City of Brass, a debut 
novel from S.A. Chakraborty, such a 
fascinating and worthwhile read. 

The complicated and often violent 
story of Nahri, a part-human, part- 
djinni woman whisked from her life 
as a con artist on the streets of 18th 
century Cairo, builds a world that’s 
got a lot in common with other con¬ 
temporary fantasy. A young woman 
discovers the reason behind her 
secret powers and her unknown par¬ 
entage. She enters a world of intrigue 
and peril. She develops romantic feel¬ 
ings for the powerful male figure who 
rescues her. 

The City of Brass also splits off in 
new directions. Authors of English- 
language fantasies (note the distinc¬ 
tion) have historically drawn their 
creatures from the mythologies 
of western Europe: elves, faeries, 
dragons, and the like. Chakraborty 
instead pulls from the legends of 
the Arab world and the surrounding 
regions. Most of the characters are 
djinni, creatures of fire, who live in the mythi¬ 
cal city of Daevabad. The djinni are separated 
into tribes like the Ayaanle and the Geziri. 
Other creatures include the marid and the 
ifrit, and ... 

Whoops. Chakraborty just fell into the trap 
of speculative fiction writers everywhere, by 
making a world so complex that you need to 
bookmark the glossary. 

That aside, the central story of Nahri and 
her confused feelings for the handsome and 
morally compromised djinni Dara is appealing. 


The politics of Daevabad, its heavy-handed 
royal family, and the Tanzeem insurgency 
bring to mind the chaos of trying to reform 
a kingdom built of different factions. If you 
needed a reminder that the Muslim world is 
as diverse and accomplished and fractious as 
any other, The City of Brass ought to do it. 

Humanity has always used tales of gods 
and monsters to better understand the world 
as it is. The first of a projected trilogy, The 
City of Brass offers a different vantage point 
from which to consider the extremes of 
human drama. - Elizabeth Cobbe

“The female nude is part of a revered tra¬ 
dition, although she is not to take authority 
over depictions of her nudity. She is just to 
be available,” Carolee Schneemann told The 
Guardian in a 2014 profile, a half-century 
after the divisive release of her most-known 


work Meat Joy, a revelry of flesh. “18+” at 
Recspec Gallery gathers 23 women and non¬ 
binary artists to author depictions of, mostly, 
nudity, if not necessarily their own. The show 
promises a look at “bodies, eroticism, and 
sexuality,” and comes with a disclaimer: “May 
Contain Explicit Content.” 

Explicit in its older meaning of unambigu¬ 
ous or open does not wholly apply to the 
show, which, while it does contain renderings 
of the nude body, requires some work on the 
part of the viewer. Flesh is in abundance but 
often shrouded by gimmick, morphing scale, 
simplified lines, or a fantastic disruption. 
There are, in other words, some kinks in the 
road that preclude a straightforward presen¬ 
tation. 

This invitation to engage rouses a ludic 
connection between viewer and artwork exe¬ 
cuted delightfully in interactive sculptures like 
Christa Blackwood’s genius Valise Boys 3, a 
film portrait of a boy barely visible through a 
peephole in an alligator suitcase, positioned 
just so as to require kneeling to peer in, and 
Beth Schindler and Lex Vaughn’s gamification 
of butt stuff, appropriately titled Butt Stuff. (A 
gloved-hands treasure dive into a pillowy pair 
of cheeks with points-based rewards.) 

More frequently throughout the show, an 
invitation to intimacy is extended in the form 
of smallish illustrations and drawings that 


demand a closer look, to notice the gentle 
graphite rendering of gargantuan figures in 
Mattie Hinkley’s leashed Modem Lovers or 
the pinpoint nipples and belly buttons on 
Lindsay Anne Watson’s billowy figures floating 
in a melted sorbet sky. 

Larger and in between Watson and 
Hinkley’s pieces are Joanne Leah’s photo¬ 
graphs, which exquisitely touch the edge of 
sexual grotesqueries. Sugar Smell shows a 
torso, stippled with visible pores and dusted 
with the powdery fallout of the Hubba Bubba 
rolls of gum that circle the chest and obscure 
a pair of breasts in a merging of Hannah 
Wilke portraiture and bondage imagery. 

The gathering of one or two pieces from so 
many artists has the effect of a peep show, 
a recurring thrill at the flourishes of so many 
minds tackling a theme. Many of the names 
will be familiar to regulars of Austin’s local art 
offerings, but, as with most group shows of 
this size, I left with a list of artists to look up, 
several from out of state, a spark only just 
initiated. Medieval Latin texts commonly con¬ 
cluded with the word “explicit” meaning, most 
literally, “the book is unrolled,” a sort of “The 
End.” Moving throughout “18+” is not so con¬ 
clusive -there is no consummation here, only 
the initial sparks of small, repeated peeps - 
perhaps the inverse “incipit” or “here begins 
...” would be more appropriate. - Melany Jean

There were dueling statements of purpose this week from Austin’s two putative soccer 
franchises, with USL Austin owner and COTA CEO Bobby Epstein telling the Columbus 
Dispatch that “there’s a widespread feeling that the [Columbus] Crew may not be com¬ 
ing to Austin after all,” so he’ll move ahead with plans for a 2019 expansion team, and a 
soccer-specific venue at COTA, that have been in “a sort of wait-and-see mode” for the 
last few months. If that does come to pass, the new team will have a ready-made rivalry 
with San Antonio FC, who are just a couple of weeks out from their USL season opener. A 
day later, Anthony Precourt, chairman and CEO of Precourt Sports Ventures, which 
owns the Crew, issued a statement assuring the public that PSV “continues to work with 
the Austin community to secure an appropriate urban core site for a soccer-specific stadi¬ 
um that will serve as the home of Austin’s first major league professional sports fran¬ 
chise.” However, the statement concludes, “although we are willing to dedicate significant 
time and expense in this effort, we are not in a position to move to Austin if the right site 
is not identified.”

Manske Rolls in San Marcos are legendary. There is nothing 
exactly like them. The saucer-sized breakfast pastry is good any 
time of day with bacon sprinkles, ice cream on the side, or a 
Hershey bar melted across the top like a Salvador Dalf painting. 

Similar in flavor and shape to a cinnamon roll, the Manske Roll 
has more of a maple flavor and the bread is denser. 


The local version began sometime in the late Forties when 
Roland and Ruth Manske opened a diner in a retail space 
shaped like a bowling lane. The eatery between Texas State 
University and the Hays County Historic Courthouse is now the old¬ 
est restaurant in San Marcos. 

In order to reduce waste, Roland fashioned leftover dough from 
the evening’s dinner rolls into his unique pastry for the breakfast 
crowd. The Manske Roll became the most popular item on the 
menu, with orders coming in throughout the day. 

Legend has it that President Lyndon Johnson had the Manskes 
ship the rolls to the White House. George Strait is said to be a 
frequent customer, along with generations of college students. 

When Gil Rainosek bought the diner in 1966, the only menu 
item transferred to Gil’s Broiler was the Manske Roll. The rolls 
come warm straight from the microwave or in 4-packs ready to 
take home and reheat. 

Gil’s Broiler & the Manske Roll Bakery is at 328 N. LBJ Dr. The 
current owner, Ruben Becerra, also sells the rolls at the Dixie Cream 
donut shop at 201 S. LBJ Dr. The only change to the sticky buns 
that Becerra made is offering the creative assortment toppings 
that have only added to the indulgent roll’s popularity.

Hunan Restaurant 

THERE’S A SPOT AT A NORTH LAMAR MINI-MALL 
SERVING EXCELLENT JAJANGMYEON 


“Somebody needs to talk to them about 
the lighting,” my friend said as we slid into a 
beige booth along the wall at Hunan 
Restaurant. It’s true. The place is lit with a 
serene brightness that I found strangely com¬ 
forting, reminiscent of a suburban ballet stu¬ 
dio with its shiny pearl wallpaper and wall of 
mirrors. Everything is clean and cheerfully no- 
nonsense, a reflection of their approach to 
Korean-style Chinese comfort food. Walking 
in the door, you’re greeted by a stylish little 
grandmother with an immaculately curled sil¬ 
ver perm and hot-pink lipstick. 

This seems to be an all-female 
operation. Both servers were 
beaming women with excellent 
haircuts, and the tables around 
us were filled with groups of 
girls eating enormous bowls of noodle soup. 
Even the logo is a lady - a little cartoon slip 
of a thing winking down from the wall. The 
lone couple, sitting side-by-side in a booth 
along the wall, looked out of place. 

Hunan is known for their jajangmyeon, the 
Korean-Chinese classic noodle dish served in 
a sticky-sweet mixture of soybeans and flour. 
The dish is so famous in Korea that there’s a 
jajangmyeon museum located in the restau¬ 
rant that claims to have invented it. It’s pretty 
much impossible to find in the United States, 
especially in Texas, which is why, when I 
heard there was a mini-mall restaurant off 


Lamar Boulevard serving it, I knew I had to 
make a visit. 

We started with an order of pan-fried dump¬ 
lings, which look exactly like tiny apple turn¬ 
overs, golden-skinned crescent moons. 

They’re amazingly crispy at the edges, filled 
with a springy paste of glass noodles, green 
onions, and finely ground pork. Brightening up 
the crispy-skinned dumplings with table vine¬ 
gar gives you insight into why acid is so criti¬ 
cal in good homestyle cooking: It adds a zippy 
kick to the savory filling, piquing your appetite 
for the rest of the meal. 

Tempted by the table of girls 
tearing into a massive pile of 
fried meat, we followed our 
dumplings with an order of 
crispy sweet & sour pork. It’s 
an elaborate production, an enormous platter 
of thickly breaded fried pork strips, mixed in 
with a few token slivers of green pepper and 
big chunks of canned pineapple. In the ban 
chen tradition, it’s served with four sides: a 
small dome of fried rice with eggs, a saucer 
of black bean sauce, and pickled daikon. 
There’s also a tiny bowl of creamy ginseng- 
spiked broth, rich and herbal, and laced with 
fine little shards of omelette. Unfortunately, 
the pork itself was a disappointment. Soggy 
with gloopy cornstarch-laden sauce, the dish 
was so intensely lemony that it tasted as if it 
should have been stuffed into a pie and

to the savory knot of noodles. We returned at 
lunch to try another rendition of jajangmyeon, 
both with an eye to critical completeness and 
from sheer greed. The sauteed version was 
so delicious I found myself dreaming about it 
all week. 

Still, I forced myself to try something new 
(The things I do, dear reader, for your edifica¬ 
tion ...): the gan janjaemung, which was an 
extra-saucy, deconstructed version of the 
dish. There was a big earthenware bowl full of 
sticky, springy wheat noodles, so long that we 
were unable to neatly pull them from the nest 
onto our plates until the waitress brought 
over a pair of scissors. In an accompanying 
hot-pink daisy print plastic bowl filled with 
sauce thicker and sweeter than the sauteed 
jajangmyeon’s, shrimp joined with gingery lit¬ 
tle crumbles of fatty pork. The side dish of 
daikon and raw onions offered a burn that cut 
through the rich sweetness of the noodles, 
and the crunch complemented the elasticity 
and woke up our palates. It’s one of the best 
things I’ve eaten all month, maybe all year. “I 
like it better than spaghetti Bolognese,” said 
my dining companion. “This is what spaghetti 
Bolognese wants to be.” 

Although I was tempted to just order the 
third and final jajangmyeon, we went instead 
for mapo tofu, the perfect dish for an unex¬ 
pectedly freezing day. Unlike the traditional 
oil-slicked, tongue-numbingly intense Sichuan 
version of the dish, the mapo at Hunan is 
served with the unusual additions of peas 
and carrots, as well as the slices of bell pep¬ 
per and onions more traditional in the Korean 
version of the dish. There’s a slight heat, but 
it’s a slow burn that lingers at the back of 
your tongue, cutting through the mildness of 
the proteins. The primary flavor is garlic, and 
there’s enough to scare off a whole squad of 
vampires. Piled on top of the small bowl of 
sticky rice they’ll bring you (if you ask nicely), 
paired with cucumber pickle and a dab of 
pure, concentrated bean paste, this mapo 
has a complexity of flavor unlike any other 
mapo tofu I’ve tried. - Emily Beyda 


topped with meringue. I might be the only per¬ 
son who thinks this, though, because on 
every subsequent visit there was at least one 
table tearing into that pork pile with expres¬ 
sions of great satisfaction. 

We rounded things off with an order of veg¬ 
etable fried rice, which was a fresher version 
of your American mini-mall standard - the 
kind of thing you’d order off a steam tray 
alongside an order of orange chicken. Adding 
some of that black bean sauce was alchemi¬ 
cal, elevating the rice to a mind-expanding 
savoriness that should be impossible without 
meat. If you’re a vegetarian craving an umami 
fix, this is your move. 

But let’s get to the essentials. There are 
three different iterations of jajangmyeon on 
the menu. On our first visit, we had them 
pan-fried at the server’s recommendation. It 
sounds strange, but it reminded me most of 
spaghetti Bolognese: that same savory slip of 
sauce, deepened with a thick slick of cara¬ 
melized onions, punctuated with the briny pop 
of tiny shrimp. As is customary, it’s served 
with a small dish of pickled daikon, whose 
bright sour crunch is the perfect counterpoint

NEW PLANT-BASED FOOD TRUCK SERVES 
BURGERS AND BUILDS COMMUNITY 


Nothing gets the vegan community buzzing 
quite like a new plant-based food truck popping 
up on the scene. Double the excitement when 
an establishment opens its trailer windows 
for business almost without warning. A single 
social media post broadcasted that Plow Burger 
was open for business and suddenly everybody 
was talking about it. The opening was almost as 
much of a surprise to Isaac Mogannam, co-own¬ 
er of Plow Burger (which stands for Plants Lead 
Our Way), as it was to his potential patrons. 

“It just kind of happened,” Mogannam said. 

Eight months ago, through a peculiar series 
of events, Mogannam ended up with a food 
truck on his hands. He had been talking with 
his friend, on-and-off business partner and 
Buzz Mill owner Jason Sabala, about opening 
a plant-based burger trailer on the property. 
Thanks to previous experience in the plant- 


based food truck industry, once Mogannam 
and Sabala partnered up, all that remained to 
do was revamp the truck, order ingredients, 
and set up an Instagram account. Just like 
that, Plow Burger went from 
concept to conducting busi¬ 
ness in a record six days. 

The first dedicated plant- 
based burger truck in Austin 
was local favorite Arlo’s, and 
only a few others exist, but 
Mogannam doesn't view anyone in the plant- 
based industry as competition. In fact, he can 
occasionally be found scarfing Arlo's Bac’n 
Cheeze Burger outside of Cheer Up Charlies 
or Spider House Cafe because he believes 
that when one meat-free business succeeds, 
everybody wins. Mogannam also thinks the 
world needs more vegan In-N-Out Burgers. 


His mission is not about shoving messages 
of environmentalism or animal welfare in peo¬ 
ple’s faces (albeit important). It's not about con¬ 
verting, guilting, or changing people; it’s about 
feeding them. Specifically, feeding them food 
they’re going to want to eat again by choice. 

“Good food should just be good food. If it 
happens to come from plants, that’s even 
better,” said Mogannam. He believes the 
word vegan is often accompanied by a stigma 
based on Nineties stereotypes of hippies in 
meditation circles who only eat dandelions, 
and that that scares away folks who might 
otherwise find the food to be delicious. That’s 
why there is not a single mention of the v-word 
at Plow Burger. The hope is that “plant-based” 
might inspire non-vegetarians to give it a shot. 

This isn’t Mogannam’s first restaurant rodeo. 
When he moved from San Francisco in 2014, 
he sold a profitable cheesesteak truck and left 
behind six family-owned gourmet burger joints 
(none of which gelled with his new meat-free 
lifestyle). He opened up Golden Spike Rail Cart, 
a plant-based stoner-food trailer, in Austin, 
but it closed in 2015. Mogannam cites an 
overcomplicated menu and lack of quality 
suppliers, not an absence of stellar food. 

This truck’s approach to the menu is differ¬ 
ent. It’s good, uncomplicated food, and the 
menu is simple. Plow Burger offers a basic burg¬ 
er with all the classic toppings and Plow’s secret 
sauce, a campfire burger with fried onions and 
barbecue sauce, perfectly salted fries, and 
milkshakes crafted with dairy-free ice cream 
from local creamery Sweet Ritual. The patties 
are made with a Beyond Meat patty - packed 
with protein and free of GMOs, soy, and gluten 
- and the buns come from Sweetish Hill Bakery. 
Weekly specials like bahn ml, black & bleu burg¬ 
ers, and an ever-changing list of shake offerings 
boost the flavor possibilities. 

“Our mission is to make 
food that tastes good, but 
also has a positive impact 
on our community and 
environment,” Mogannam 
says. In addition to reducing 
greenhouse gases and copious water usage 
involved in animal farming, their efforts include 
using compostable packaging and donating 2% 
of sales to the Buzz Mill Forestry Foundation 
to help plant trees and maintain trails. 

Mogannam adds, “At the end of the day, if 
your food doesn’t taste good, nobody’s gonna 
buy it.” - Alisha McDarris

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A Broken Trust 

After executive mismanagement of sexual harassment accusations, 
the Alamo Drafthouse reconsiders what it means to do the right thing

Chaos reigned. 

It started off as a cute phrase, purloined 
from the movie Antichrist. “Chaos reigns,” 
a fox declares as it consumes itself. It 
became a stand-in for the wild and free 
party atmosphere that the Alamo Drafthouse 
promulgated. It’s now become a metaphor 
for the most traumatic and controversial 
year in the firm’s history. 

Last month, Drafthouse founder and CEO 
Tim League consulted with Julie Weber, 
vice president for people at Southwest 
Airlines, to gain her insight into hiring the 
cinema firm’s own first-ever people officer, 
responsible for all aspects of staff experi¬ 
ences and interactions. League said, “I want 
to find someone who understands who we 
are, understands the challenges that we’ve 
faced in the last six months, and can help 
build a great employee culture. I’m ready to 
step away from that, because my 20-year 
record proves that I’m not necessarily the 
perfect person to do that.” 

Many words have been used to describe 
Tim League. Hyperactive. Ambitious. 
Passionate. But contrite hasn’t necessarily 
been on that list. In his West Austin home, 
League looks tired, graying, and a little 
older. He’d spent much of the last six months 
on the road, visiting every Drafthouse loca¬ 
tion in a massive listening exercise. Trying 


to bind together a company that had gone 
from the darling of indie film culture to a 
borderline pariah. Trying to find a way to fix 
something that started as a PR disaster and 
had become a long, brutal self-examination. 

THE 20-YEAR PARTY 

2017 was supposed to be a spectacular year 
for the Drafthouse, marking its 20th anni¬ 
versary, kicking off with a Memorial Day 
invite-only party at the flagship Alamo Ritz. 
Less than a month later, Tim League was in 
a near-fatal cycling accident. But the com¬ 
pany crash came last September - or rather 
it began a year earlier, when Devin Faraci, 
editor of in-house movie news publication 
Birth.Movies.Death., resigned after being 
accused of sexually assaulting and harass¬ 
ing several women. The Alamo was applaud¬ 
ed at the time for its swift response; yet in 
September 2017, film podcaster George 
Hickman found Faraci’s byline on film 
descriptions for the Drafthouse-run Fantas¬ 
tic Fest, and the company confirmed he had 
in fact been rehired as a copywriter only 
four months after his ignominious exit. At 
the time, League wrote “I am very much an 
advocate for granting people second chanc¬ 
es, and I believe that Devin deserves one.” 


Faraci quit again, but the revelation of his 
return opened a floodgate, as the Drafthouse 
management was condemned for failing to 
deal with other cases of sexual harassment 
and misconduct by employees and favored 
customers. Indiewire published specific 
accusations by former Drafthouse staff 
against Ain’t It Cool News founder and pub¬ 
lisher Harry Knowles 
(which he has consistently 
denied) for serious sexual 
misconduct at Drafthouse 
events. The article claimed 
that not only had the 
Leagues known about the 
allegations, and did too 
little in response, but they 
continued doing business 
with Knowles (they have 
since severed all ties with 
Knowles and AICN). 

Questions flew: Who knew 
what, when, and why 
wasn’t more done? After all, the Drafthouse 
was supposed to be “the good guys,” the 
safe place for the underdog in the audience 
and behind the camera. It had been at the 
vanguard of sexual politics in entertain¬ 
ment through high-profile actions like the 
women-only Wonder Woman screenings 


and building gender-neutral bathrooms at 
Alamo Mueller. Drafthouse National Direc¬ 
tor of Family and Community Program¬ 
ming Amy Averett put it simply: “We disap¬ 
pointed people.” 

“It speaks to my own personal blind 
spots,” said League. He called Faraci’s initial 
departure “appropriate,” adding that the two 
had remained in contact. After four months, 
he began to be concerned about Faraci’s 
financial and emotional state, and so brought 
the idea of rehiring him to senior manage¬ 
ment. However, he was less seeking their 
input than making a statement. League said, 
“Our primary core value at the company is 
‘Do the right thing,’ and in my mind I 
thought I was doing the right thing. But 
what I didn’t realize, which I’m very sorry 
and embarrassed about now, is that trying to 
do the right thing for a longtime employee 
and friend did the absolute wrong thing for 
women survivors in the organization and 
everywhere. I just didn’t see it, and that was 
the primary, shocking revelation to me of 
male bias, of not understanding what that 
says about the company and about myself.” 

The Alamo Drafthouse began on a knife 
edge. It was the cool, modern version of a 
grindhouse, an upmarket dollar theatre, an 
arthouse with edge. Founded in 1997, it was 
one single-screen cinema running with a 
few volunteers and part-timers, Tim in 
charge of programming and daily opera¬ 
tions, and his wife Karrie as office manager. 
She said, “I was in charge of all the account¬ 
ing, all the human resources, such as they 
were. I was in charge of everything to do 
with lawyers, everything to do with the gov¬ 
ernment, everything to do with taxes and 
the city.” Twenty years later, it’s a chain, the 
thing they never thought they would be. 
Over 5,500 employees at 29 locations in 10 
states, with another dozen planned open¬ 
ings on the books, including theatres in Los 
Angeles and Washington, D.C. 

That’s unprecedented in modern cinema 
- an arthouse going cross-country and 
mainstream - but strip away the showbiz 
glitz, and what the Drafthouse was was just 
another fast-growing company. The found¬ 
ing couple’s roles had 
changed dramatically, 
especially for Karrie: 
She hired accounting 
staff in 2006, and a 
human resources officer 
in 2008, and finally 
stepped aside from any 
formal management role 
in 2010. “Really,” she 
said, “it’s unrecognizable 
now, with a dozen people 
working in accounting, a 
dozen people working in 
human resources, doing 
all those things I was never trained to do, 
that I never fully grasped.” 

When Karrie stepped down in 2010, it 
was in no small part an admission that the 
mom-and-pop operation had become a 
nine-location mini-chain. Meanwhile, Tim 
theoretically moved to the CEO position,

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but his fingers and decisions could be seen at 
every level. He was the self-described czar of 
Fantastic Fest, and no film played without his 
approval. He’d dip into the architectural files 
for new locations. Even the brief-lived deci¬ 
sion to dump salad bowls for salad trays came 
from Tim, and the decision to go back to the 
bowls only came after people convinced him 
that everyone hated the trays. Even after last 
summer’s bike accident, he was driven, still 
in hospital clothing, to introduce a screening 
in the Hill Country of The Bad Batch (a film 
distributed by one of his other ventures, 
Neon). It’s not that Tim made every decision, 
but that there was a sense - whether accurate 
or not - that he was omnipresent. That, he 
concedes now, was a fault. “I think if I had 
worked on building a better system of com¬ 
munication, and if I had not unintentionally 
signaled that I’m the big boss and my deci¬ 
sion stands, then people would have been 
more comfortable providing feedback.” 

There was also a question of priorities. 
Averett said, “A lot of Tim’s focus had been 
external, it was growth-focused. Not just add¬ 
ing theatres, but starting Neon.” That out¬ 
ward gaze left little time for introspection. 

COOL KIDS AND BOYS’ CLUBS 

The allegations about how the firm dealt 
with harassment, including during Karrie’s 
tenure as de facto HR manager, came back 
last month with a lengthy article on Splinter 
(part of the Univision-owned Gizmodo Media 
Group, formerly and better known as 


Gawker). A core part of the article by Texas 
Monthly writer Dan Solomon was a record¬ 
ing, made legally but without Karrie’s knowl¬ 
edge, of a lunch meeting between herself 
and a former employee who had made some 
of the earlier allegations, and challenged the 
Leagues’ responses to serious complaints 
when they were originally made, well before 
Faraci’s original firing. Karrie said, “The 
past 10 years [since] the incidents occurred 
that these women brought up, I thought we 
were friends.” While the automatic response 
for many people about being covertly 
recorded might be anger, Karrie said she 
took it as a time for self-reflection. “I 
thought that I was the kind of person that if 
somebody had a problem with me, then 
they could talk about it with me, and they 
clearly did not, and they just held it, and 
were never comfortable enough. So this 
whole illusion I had of being someone that 
people could talk to is just shattered.” 

It’s not that no one would give the 
Leagues feedback, or tell them they were 
wrong. There were enough of them that, 
Karrie said, “because of those people, 
we thought we were doing a good job of 
being approachable.” 

Anyone who spent time around Alamo 
affairs knew who a lot of those people were. 
The mantra was that the Drafthouse was a 
family, and that Tim and Karrie were just 
big film nerds who happened to own a multi- 
million-dollar operation. But families have

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their own politics, and not every relative sits 
close to the head of the table. It was the 
same die-hards snagging tickets for special 
events. Behavior that would have led to 
regular customers getting kicked out of a 
screening was tolerated when it was a spe¬ 
cial guest, or visiting filmmaker. The snark 
culture that plagues modern online film 
culture pervaded discussion. Internally, 
League said he realized that hiring and pro¬ 
motion had become nepotistic. This was all 
an open secret: One experienced film book¬ 
er, when first moving to Austin, was told that 
the best way to break into the local industry 
was to get a waiting job at the Drafthouse. 

Faraci became the embodiment of that 
boys’ club, “cool kids” culture, but it was 
immortalized in paint on the wall of the 
Alamo South Lamar, the site com¬ 
monly known as the Drafthouse 
mothership. During the 2014 
remodel, artist Heyd Fontenot 
painted a mural in the lobby, fea¬ 
turing many of those same famil¬ 
iar faces. In the latest round of 
revelations, it turned out that one 
of those depicted was a customer 
who had been accused of sexual 
harassment against a Drafthouse 
employee years prior to the paint¬ 
ing. Earlier this month, after the 
Splinter article ran, the entire 
mural was painted black, and 
framed film posters were hung to 
cover the space. But it takes much 
more than a few cans of primer to 
dismantle that culture of insiders 
and outsiders. Kelly White, chief 
executive officer of Austin-based 
anti-sexual- and domestic-vio¬ 
lence nonprofit SAFE, said, “Just 
saying #MeToo is powerful... but 
now we’ve got to move to solu¬ 
tions.”

TOWHATNEXT? 

The first step for solutions was 
getting a real sense of how the 
Drafthouse truly operates. During 
the long listening tour, 

Drafthouse community director 
Averett would gather anony¬ 
mous feedback to which League 
would respond in the room. 

After that, Chicago-based consulting firm 
Nextions made an impartial third-party 
assessment of operational practices. League 
called their report “very telling ... there is 
this culture of creativity and being the best, 
and always constantly improving, but then 
there is this parallel culture that lives within 
the organization of poor communication, and 
siloing of information, and potentially some 
nepotism.” 

After that, SAFE was brought in to help 
reassess and reshape the corporate culture, 
a service they have previously performed 
with both commercial and governmental 
bodies. White compared the Drafthouse to 
the “Go go me, success at any cost” ethos 
rampant in many firms, and most specifi¬ 
cally another fast-growing company that 


had a wake-up call over the last year - Uber. 
“What a toxic culture of masculinity and 
privilege [and] I don’t think that has ever 
been the case with the Drafthouse. ... They 
came from a place of compassion, and 
maybe needed to come a bit more from a 
place of believing, and holding people 
accountable. That’s no different from a lot 
of places out there, except a lot of places 
don’t come from a place of compassion. 
They only come from the bottom line.” 

The company’s core structural problem, as 
White sees it, was not the intention but the 
lack of the tools, and the narrow perspective, 
that formed its business culture. As she put 
it, “You don’t know what you don’t know.” 

That meant a shift in perspective from the 
early days, which were focused on what Tim 
called “the customer experience.” What’s

important now, he said, is “understanding 
that our staff is our most important customer. 
... Creating a really incredible, positive envi¬ 
ronment for our employees is every bit as or 
more important than the customer experi¬ 
ence.” And that’s where SAFE comes in. 

One key element of their work has been 
running multi-hour, interactive training ses¬ 
sions with Drafthouse staff, but they are not 
about legal culpability. “That’s for HR attor¬ 
neys,” White said. “It’s not about the law; it’s 
about the culture. It’s about recognizing and 
responding to harassment and abuse, and 
changing reactions and response and cul¬ 
ture.” That means tackling the complex inter¬ 
personal side of management, such as know¬ 
ing the lines between firm leadership and 
bullying, and between workplace-appropriate 


humor, reciprocated flirtation, and harass¬ 
ment. “It’s not clear-cut,” White said. “It’s 
very much about perception of how it feels 
between people.” 

That extended to the Drafthouse’s bat¬ 
tered reputation. In January, Tim League 
was part of a panel on sexual harassment in 
the workplace at film industry conference 
Art House Convergence in Midway, Utah - 
one of his first public appearances since the 
initial allegations. One attendee later ques¬ 
tioned how Drafthouse management, of all 
companies, could lecture people on good 
management practices. However, White took 
a more positive view of the work: “Good for 
Alamo Drafthouse and good for Tim League 
for absolutely, completely stepping up and 
saying, ‘We’ve got to address organizational 
culture.’ This isn’t just something that we 
sweep under the carpet, and get 
the attorneys in and litigate out.” 

Tim League painted this as 
an opportunity to change cul¬ 
ture and expectations - not just 
of how the Drafthouse operates, 
but what its employees can and 
should expect from any employ¬ 
er. He said, “We’re in this synthe¬ 
sis of two industries, film and 
restaurants, that have some of 
the worst problems with sexual

assault, sexual harassment, and 
the acceptance of it. Our goal, 
that we’re training with our 
managers, is imagine that peo¬ 
ple, this is their first job, and 
people say, ‘Oh, kitchens are just 
like that, restaurants are just 
like that.’ Well, no, they don’t 
have to be. It’s an exciting wave 
that’s happening, not just with 
us, but nationally.” 

One of the first and most 
high-profile examples of that 
change is the new Drafthouse 
code of conduct, launched last 
November. The firm has had 
protocols in place for dealing 
with issues between employees, 
but nothing strong or codified when it came 
to dealing with customers. White said, 

“When you’re talking about harassment, it 
can be guest-to-guest, guest-to-employee. 

It’s not exactly the norm of just a supervi¬ 
sor-supervisee situation.” 

The code was part of the feedback from 
Fantastic Fest attendees, finessed by feed¬ 
back from staff, and rolled out in November 
at poster convention MondoCon. Such codes 
are commonplace at conferences and festi¬ 
vals, but the Drafthouse version covers not 
just special events, but every day, at every 
location. “It would have been so easy to slap 
up a sign and call it done,” said Averett, but 
that was just the beginning of the process. 

Training methodology is being reassessed 
and restructured, shifting away from “hot 


pizza/cold beer” basics to more effective 
onboarding, and actual management train¬ 
ing when staff are promoted. That way, 
Averett said, “If something does happen, we 
respond to it in the right way.” Staff input has 
been institutionalized by installing Austin- 
based Workify’s anonymous employee feed¬ 
back system at all locations. The responses 
have varied, Averett said, “from ‘Someone 
has to talk to my co-worker because he has 
really bad body odor’ to ‘I have a really seri¬ 
ous concern about a situation,’ but a lot of it 
is just input about working conditions, sched¬ 
uling, or compensation.” 

The last few months also saw change in 
how decisions are made, and who makes 
them. In November, Fantastic Fest estab¬ 
lished a new board of directors: Its members 
were not picked by League, but by festival 
executive director Kristen Bell (who declined 
to be interviewed for this article). However, 
there were still traces of the old insider cul¬ 
ture, as all board members were either cur¬ 
rent or former Drafthouse or Fantastic Fest 
employees, or longtime associates. League 
defended that decision, saying that it was “a 
bit of a triage” just to get through last year’s 
festival. “[Bell] wanted people who knew the 
festival, and knew what’s special and unique 
about it, and wanted to pitch in and make it 
better.” The plan is to expand the member¬ 
ship eventually, with potential 
for more external voices. “We’re 
not done with anything.” 

Similarly, League is not 
solely responsible for the chief 
people officer search, but is 
part of a four-person commit¬ 
tee. That’s a format that is being replicated 
companywide, with new committees at the 
executive and managerial level charged with 
specific issues such as construction and 
employee happiness. There’s even a new 
staff advisory council. “If there’s a decision 
that is going to affect the company,” said 
League, “then we should discuss it with the 
stakeholders who will be affected before the 
decision is made.” 

As for League’s nepotism concern, Aver¬ 
ett said, “I think the thing that must change 
is that we make opportunities much more 
transparent.” Moreover, all these changes 
must continue once League and the leader¬ 
ship team move away from restructuring, 
and back to the daily job of running a the¬ 
atre chain. If changes are institutionalized, 
she said, “When he does have to shift, and it 
rebalances out, that the work continues.” 

But that also entails rebalancing League’s 
own job: to be less of an omnipresent deci¬ 
sion maker, and more of a chief executive. 
Over the last six months, he said, “A big 
change has been stripping away the things 
that I allow myself to noodle and go deep 
on. Architecture, marketing, design, I just 
don’t do them.” Yet he remained optimistic 
that, whatever the changes in direction, the 
core mission of the Drafthouse will not 
really change. He said, “We always debate 
between ‘always improving’ and ‘never sat¬ 
isfied’ .... As tough as these last six months 
have been, it does help us put the rudder in 
the water and understand areas where we 
can improve and aim to be great.” ■

BEFORE RECEIVING AFS AWARD, 

PAUL THOMAS ANDERSON ON HIS FRIENDSHIP 
WITH JONATHAN DEMME by Richard Whittaker 


With eight Academy Award nominations, 
and countless other plaudits to his name, 
Paul Thomas Anderson has had his fair share 
of acclaim. But on March 8, when he receives 
the inaugural Jonathan Demme Award, it will 
be an opportunity to praise a filmmaker who 
shaped him, and was his friend. 

Anderson will receive the award at the 
Texas Film Awards ceremony, alongside 
Variety’s One to Acclaim winner, actor Armie 
Hammer. His relationship with Demme’s work 
began in 1984 with Stop Making Sense, the 
groundbreaking concert movie Demme shot 
with Talking Heads, and continued through 
his highest-profile era, with films like Married 
to the Mob and Silence of the Lambs. “I was 
a fan and aficionado first,” Anderson said. 
“Just the timing of my life and his life just 
seemed to work out that, while he was mak¬ 
ing his strongest films, I was at this very 
impressionable age of 15, 16, 17, 18.” 

What inspired Anderson about Demme’s 
work? “Everything. It’s not just the stories 
that he’s telling, it’s the style with which 
he’s telling them. From the actors that he’s 
casting, from the camera moves that he’s 
employing, to the soundtrack, the lighting, 
all of that adding up to something that never 
felt like it wasn’t something you couldn’t do 
yourself.” This was, after all, the era of the 
mega-blockbuster, when technology dominat¬ 
ed the studios, “things that if you were just 
a kid with a camera would have been impos¬ 
sible to replicate. Enormous crane shots or 
super-fast whipping cameras around that 
would require a certain level of technology. 
Jonathan’s were always very intimate. Even 
as his budgets grew, it always felt like a 
Roger Corman movie.” 


For the future director of There Will Be 
Blood and Phantom Thread, Demme’s work 
questioned the conventions of cinema, like 
allowing period pieces to feel contemporary 
in the way they are shot. For many such 
films, he said, “The camera had to be stuffy 
and static on a dolly. But that’s not true.” 
Emulating period filmmaking techniques 
becomes “super-limiting ... You’ve got to 
touch the past. Just a fingertip.” 

Unlike most aspiring filmmakers, the young 
Anderson had a point of connection to the 
established director. Actor Robert Ridgely 


was one of the great character actors of the 
Eighties, and first worked with Demme on 
1980’s Melvin and Howard, before reuniting 
with him two years later, for an episode of 
American Playhouse (an adaptation of Kurt 
Vonnegut’s “Who Am I This Time?”) and again 
in 1986 for his neo-screwball comedy Some¬ 
thing Wild. However, Ridgely was also a friend 
of Anderson’s father, and the high school film¬ 
maker would cast him in his home movies. 
The fact he was also in these Demme films 
“was a very mesmerizing thing, and I would 
ask Bob Ridgely about him all the time.” 

The two directors finally met in 1997, 
when Anderson was invited to a screening of 
Demme’s next film, Beloved. Anderson 


recalled, “He was very sweet to me, very kind 
to me, and knew that I knew Bob.” However, 
it was later that year, during the release of 
Anderson’s breakout success Boogie Nights, 
that they became friends. “I was doing the 
interviews and press to promote the film, and 
I kept mentioning my admiration for Jona¬ 
than, and he sent me a nice letter in admira¬ 
tion of Boogie Nights .” 

The two became pen pals, then long-term 
friends, and inevitably the idea of collabora¬ 
tion came up. Anderson said, “We always 
talked about, I was going to write something 
for him, and we were going to write some¬ 
thing together. Loads of ideas floated around, 
nothing ever happened. Life intervened, and 
he would do things and I would do things.” 

“Things” is the right word, as eclecticism 
defined Demme’s career. After his run of 
exploitation classics like Crazy Mama and 
Caged Heat (the latter screening at AFS 
Cinema on April 12): not just swerving from 
the modern Gothic of Silence of the Lambs to 
capturing Spalding Gray’s searing one-man 
show Swimming to Cambodia, but directing 
episodes of Saturday Night Live, and music 
videos for New Order and Bruce Springsteen. 
“He had a large appetite, and a lot of intel¬ 
lectual, emotional curiosity,” said Anderson. 
“He was a director who wasn’t just making 
movie after movie after movie. It was a 
movie, five insane weirdo little side projects, 
followed later by a movie. The way he con¬ 
ducted his work was not a straight line at all. 
He zigzagged all over the place.” 

Anderson also found that Demme had a 
different way of looking at films, unlike any 
other director. Even Hitchcockian had its own 
meaning: It’s not Psycho or The Birds, but the 
way Eva Marie Saint’s fingers wrap around 
Cary Grant’s neck in North by Northwest, 
which Demme later emulated and told 
Anderson was his Hitchcock homage. “No 
one talks about this moment, it’s not in any 
book, it’s not at all what he’s known for, but 
it’s this thing that Jonathan’s eyes see. 
Whether it’s by design or by accident, it’s 
beautiful to look at.” 


However, for Anderson, it was Demme’s 
activism, and his burning, abiding belief in 
civil rights, that defined him as much as his 
filmmaking: from his portraits of Haiti to his 
documentary Cousin Bobby (about his own 
cousin, an Episcopalian minister in Harlem), 
even through to one of his very last projects, 
2016’s “Protection Not Protest: The People 
of Standing Rock.” Anderson said, “It’s so 
Jonathan, just going out into the situation 
and finding these fascinating and hilarious 
stories in the middle of something deeply 
serious.” ■

Grace in Grief 


Oscar-nominated Chilean drama finds liberation in loss 

and rejection

The masklike countenance of newcomer 
Daniela Vega in the titular role of Marina 
Vidal haunts the Oscar-nominated Chilean 
film A Fantastic Woman like a ghost inhabit¬ 
ing a world that often does not wish to see 
her. It’s a face that purposely reveals little 
about someone who must show it each day 
to people who view gender identity only 
in binary terms. As the young trans 
female grieving the sudden death of 
her 30-years-plus older lover, Vega 
delivers a delicate performance, going 
from vulnerability to defiance with 
just the slightest nuance in an 
otherwise impassive facial expres¬ 
sion. An actress with more screen 
experience might have infused the 
character with a broader range of 
emotional technique, but Vega (a 
transgender woman making her 
movie debut here) gives her lived- 
in portrayal here a strong dose 
of self-preservation, a defense 
mechanism undoubtedly born 
from the character’s fear of drawing unneces¬ 
sary attention to herself, and her desire to 
blend into the crowd as much as possible. 

It’s an intuitively smart choice on Vega’s 
part, one that’s admittedly perplexing at first 
but ultimately astute. When Marina brings 
the ailing Orlando (Reyes) to the emer¬ 
gency room after an evening celebrating her 
birthday, she is immediately viewed with 
suspicion by the admitting doctor, based 
on her physical appearance. (The physi¬ 
cian assumes the bruises and contusions 
on Orlando’s body, which resulted from a 
tumble down the stairs during an aneurysm, 
were inflicted by Marina, whom he believes 
to be responsible based solely on the 
misperception she’s just a man dressed like 
a woman.) 


But this insensitivity is nothing compared 
to the horrible persona non grata treatment 
inflicted by most of the members of Orlando’s 
family (the exception: his sympathetic but 
spineless brother), who are still reeling from 
the dead man’s unforgivable decision to 
leave his wife for what the spurned spouse 
calls a “perversion.” In a wonderfully 
surrealistic scene breaking from the 
film’s tormented reality, Marina literally 
walks against the wind, her body lean¬ 
ing forward at an obtuse angle as she 
determinedly plods forward. 

Without preaching from the 
pulpit, A Fantastic Woman power¬ 
fully communicates the hostility 
and hatred that persons such 
as Marina encounter simply due 
to their otherness. In its way, it 
resembles those Hollywood-era 
message movies like Gentleman's 
Agreement and Pinky, but without 
the self-congratulatory importance 
that weighs those films down with 
all the subtlety of an iron anchor. 

While Marina’s resolve to properly mourn 
Orlando and view his body one last time 
informs the principal narrative, on a more artful 
level the film is a story of emancipation, as a 
resilient Marina comes to appreciate her capa¬ 
bility to survive without someone to take care 
of her. (A brief scene with her music instructor 
suggests she has a pattern of seeking out 
father figures.) In the film’s coda, when she 
takes the stage to beautifully perform an aria 
(Vega is a classically trained opera singer), you 
see a hint of contentment in her face for the 
first time, an understated joy emanating from 
within. It’s a lovely, hopeful way to end this 
movie. And as for Vega? Well, let’s hope it’s 
not the last we see of this mujer fantastica.

ANNIHILATION 

D: Alex Garland; with Gina Rodriguez, Jennifer Jason Leigh,

I gather the taxonomy of Jeff VanderMeer’s 
Southern Reach novels goes something like, 
family: speculative fiction; genus: Weird 
fiction; species: New Weird. In adapting 
Annihilation, the first book in the trilogy, 
writer/director Alex Garland has seemingly 
pledged fealty, attempting a speculative film 
with “weird” baked into its genetic code. 
Weird is the film’s watchword, its true north, 
its “why we fight.” It steers the visuals - the 
mutated flora and fauna living within the 
mysterious Area X - and the story, a sche¬ 
matic of flashbacks within flashbacks and a 
headtrip climax that inevitably begs compari¬ 
son to 2001: A Space Odyssey’s exit into the 
mystic. With so much weirdness, then, why 
does it all feel so ... straight? And why do 
I feel like a bummed-out tourist gone home 
with dashed hopes? “I was promised a new- 
millennium mindfuck, and all I got was this 
crummy pick-the-bodies-off horror.” 

To be clear, nobody promised me anything; 
still, expectations were raised - by Garland’s 
encouraging directorial debut, 2014’s Ex 
Machina, a nearly baked speculative fiction 
about the responsible rearing of robots, and 
by VanderMeer’s reputation (highly regarded, 
though I admit I haven’t the read the books). 
To continue the caveats, that “pick-the-bod- 
ies-off” observation isn’t much of a spoiler 
- the fates of certain characters are revealed 
in the film’s opening minutes - but if you 
want to go into Annihilation blind, better skip 
to the last paragraph. 

Natalie Portman plays Lena, a biologist 
and academic, former military. Her husband 
Kane (played by Oscar Isaac with an unplace- 
able accent) was sent on a mission into Area 
X, a stretch of land impacted by some kind of 
extraterrestrial object and irrevocably altered 
by it. Every mission going into Area X has 
failed, and its shimmering borders are slowly 
expanding, threatening to swallow cities and 
even states whole. Hoping to find answers, 
Lena volunteers for the next exploratory mis¬ 
sion - this time, an all-female unit made up 
of scientists and medical personnel. 

I am all in for a “sheroes of STEM” action- 
er, and Garland really has cast this thing to 
perfection, including Jennifer Jason Leigh as 
a psychologist who would most certainly fail 
her own psych evaluation, Tessa Thompson 
as a physicist carting heavy emotional bag¬ 
gage, and Gina Rodriguez, gleefully vinegar- 
ing any memories of her sweeter-tempered 
Jane the Virgin character. But as they tromp 
through Area X and tangle with its weird¬ 
nesses - navigation and communication 
instruments gone haywire, a disorientation 
that causes the unit to lose memory (whole 
days seem to disappear), and that mutated 
fauna, out for the kill - Annihilation settles 
into a routine-feeling horror. 

The performances aren’t routine, and 
neither is the score by Ex Machina com¬ 
posers Ben Salisbury and Geoff Barrow, 


adding an emotional complexity with its 
mix of heartland guitar, spooky AF strings, 
and submerged-sounding synths. But those 
whale-sounding synths recall in fits Arrival’s 
score, and by association how much better 
that film handled a story with open-ended 
questions; also, how confident you felt its 
mysteries were by design, and how its open- 
endedness encouraged the audience to 
range and ruminate. 

Annihilation doesn’t have Arrival’s same 
sure hand at the wheel, or interest in spark¬ 
ing the audience to spin it. Intriguing wrinkles 
- that memory loss in Area X, say - are intro¬ 
duced, then drop away. A surreal landscape 
is suggested, but stops short of emphatic 
realization. Whether digital or analog, we’re in 
an age when cinematic effects can convince 
us of anything, transport us to anywhere. I’m 
stumped as to why Garland chose to be coy 
about the transformation of one of his char¬ 
acters - more movingly: her acceptance, our 
ache - that takes place entirely offscreen. 
Maybe he blew his FX budget on that decapi¬ 
tated head? 

That’s just one unknowable among many, 
in a film that seems to exalt the unknowable, 
maybe because “You don’t get it” is a more 
strategic posture than “Nothing to see here.” 
But the latter is where I ended up, exhausted 
by the journey and bored by its conclusions.

“What is the value of anything?” Helen 
(Burstyn) asks at one point during this lan¬ 
guid investigation of the objects that come to 
define us. This collaboration between director 
Mark Pellington (Arlington Road) and writer 
Alex Ross Perry (The Color Wheel, Listen Up 
Philip) unfortunately feels like cocktail-napkin 
sketch writ large (well, writ medium, anyway). 

It is a series of vignettes dealing with, well, 
how people deal with loss, and the literal 
baggage that needs to be dealt with after 
someone passes away. The structure of the 
film harkens back to the Nineties heyday 
of episodic narratives, such as the Wayne 
Wang/Paul Auster 1995 collaboration Smoke, 
but also 1993’s Twenty Bucks (Remember 
that one? No? Probably for the best). The 
stellar cast is uniformly great, but perhaps 
that speaks more toward the subject mat¬ 
ter of grief and moving on, giving everyone a 
showcase to sink their teeth into acting. 

We begin with Daniel (the incredibly under¬ 
rated Ortiz), an insurance agent assessing 
the contents of the life of Ronnie (Dern), an 
old widower surrounded by an accumulation 
of books and ephemera, who, it is implied, 
is not long for this world. It is the strongest 
(and shortest) scene in the film. The nar¬ 
rative segues into the life of Helen, whose 
house has burned down, and all she has left 
is a baseball signed by Ted Williams. She 
ends up selling it to a collectible dealer, Will 
(Hamm). We then follow him and his relation¬ 
ship with his sister Donna (Keener), who suf¬ 
fers a tragic loss in the midst of cleaning out 
their parents’ home. Despite the pedigree of 
the actors, this is the weakest segment of a

film that strives to be a heartfelt ode to the 
things we leave behind, and how those things 
impact our lives. But with Pellington’s wan¬ 
dering camera and an insufferably maudlin 
piano score that telegraphs every emotion, 
Nostalgia feels like an incomplete reverie, 
an exploration of loss that doesn’t have any¬ 
thing new to add. In other words, it’s a pretty 
boring entry into the “What is a life lived?” 
question that goes on for entirely too long. 
Don’t shorten your own life by wasting it on 
this film.

When an apoplectic woman answers her 
front door holding a gun in a quivering hand 
while pointing the weapon at the unseen 
visitor arriving on her stoop - all before 
the film’s opening credits - you know it 
doesn’t augur well for the dinner party that 
is to follow. The film viewer is placed in the 
same line of vision as the unsuspecting 


guest, and the woman bearing the pistol is 
quickly revealed to be the evening’s hostess. 
“Fasten your seat belts,” you can almost 
hear Margo Channing whisper: “It’s going to 
be a bumpy night.” 

Indeed. Writer/director Sally Potter’s 
drawing-room comedy is a tragic farce in 
which the secrets of the hostess and her 
six would-be dinner companions come tum¬ 
bling forth as inelegantly as the clatter of 
plummeting silverware. The narrative form 
is familiar: All the action takes place in a 
few rooms of the hostess’ home and back 
patio, while a series of revelations rock the 
longtime companionability of the assembled 
group. Wisely counteracting the dowdiness of 
the film’s organizing structure, Potter choos¬ 
es to shoot the film in sumptuous black-and- 
white and curb the running time to a trim 
71 minutes. Moreover, the peerless crew of 
actors playing the party guests present sting¬ 
ing dialogue and reactions with the precision 
of expert marksmen. 

Janet (Scott Thomas) is hosting the din¬ 
ner to celebrate her new position as a min¬ 
ister in Great Britain’s shadow opposition 
party. Janet bustles in the kitchen preparing 
the food, all the while proving her prowess 
in the domestic as well as public spheres. 

In between taking congratulatory phone 
calls, she furtively speaks with another call¬ 
er we presume to be her lover. In the draw¬ 
ing room, her husband Bill (Spall), spins old 
records while conveying an anguished coun¬ 
tenance. First to arrive is April (Clarkson, 
practically stealing the whole show with her 
barbed asides) and her boyfriend Gottfried 
(Ganz), an improbable practitioner of 
Eastern philosophies and medicine. Next up 
are Martha (Jones), a middle-aged professor 
of women’s studies, and her younger les¬ 
bian partner Jinny (Mortimer), who comes 
bearing news that she is pregnant with not 
one, but three, babies. Bringing up the rear 
is Tom (Murphy), a twitchy, coke-snorting 
finance professional cloaking a revolver 
beneath his Prada suit. Fred Frith strums 
guitar on the soundtrack in between the 


vinyl records played on Bill’s immaculate 
sound system. 

It’s delightful to find Sally Potter working 
in such a comic mode after a career noted 
for its dialectical probings (“Thriller,” Virginia 
Woolf’s Orlando and Ginger & Rosa, among 
others). Despite its closed setting, The Party 
has an airiness not evident in the rest of her 
work, and the characters speak with a loose 
informality rarely heard in her screenplays. 
Potter’s is an important cinema voice that 
goes unheard too often due to its formal¬ 
ity. Of course, there is also a metaphorical 
level to The Party that speaks to the state 
of British politics - and all political parties 
- with their abundant infighting, hidden agen¬ 
das, and self-interested backstabbing. You’ll 
want to stay on your toes, but this Party 
invite is not one you’ll want to decline.

(Schoenaerts) gives her an option: Become 
a spy, and seduce CIA agent Nate Nash 
(Edgerton). First, she must go to Sparrow 
School to learn both tradecraft and the 
erotic arts. On graduation, she turns double 
and triple and possibly octuple agent in 
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The Adventures of Buckaroo Banzai Across 
the 8th Dimension

what is supposed to be a hall-of-mirrors 
narrative, but instead is just a tedious back 
and forth. The idea that she outwits each 
side so precisely with a couple of weeks of 
spy school training doesn’t make her look 
like a master manipulator; it just makes 
them look like idiots. 

With Russian intelligence operations on 
every front page, making a neo-Cold War 
spy drama seems like a Zeitgeist necessity. 
But Red Sparrow is an antiquated mess 
that is about as sexual as a Fifty Shades 
of Gorky Park. Adapted from ex-CIA officer 
Jason Matthews’ novel, it seems too sav¬ 
age to blame an actual ex-spy for creating 
such a farcical depiction of international 
intrigue. Instead, it seems more plausible 
to put the dunderheaded script choices on 
Justin Haythe. Most recently culpable for the 
equally muddle-pated and preposterous A 
Cure for Wellness, Haythe dawdles through 
an endless cavalcade of Euro-hopping tedi¬ 
um. He also discards everything that made 
Matthews’ novel unique, like Dominika’s 
bizarre synesthesia that allows her to read 
emotions as colors, or the fascination with 
local cuisine. 

That said, director Francis Lawrence 
should be sent to his own cinematic gulag. 

He had clearly built a close working relation¬ 
ship with Jennifer Lawrence on the last three 
entries in The Hunger Games franchise, but 
just about every decision here is tone-deaf, 
tedious, overplayed, and sporadically grisly. 

He seemingly gets too caught up in the idea 
that sparrows merely use sex as a tool, 
but the inevitable seduction scenes are so 
profoundly anti-erotic that it destroys the 
idea of any sexual tension between Nash 
and Dominika. Before that, there’s the mis¬ 
guided decision to force every actor playing 
a Russian part, Lawrence included, to gargle 
their way through a mush-mouthed Moscow 
accent. Well, not every actor: Channeling her 
inner lisa, the Tigress of Siberia, Rampling’s 
cut-rate exploitation camp commandante 
smirks through her delivery with all the con¬ 
vincingly Slavic intonations of Natasha Fatale 
from The Rocky and Bullwinkle Show. 

It’s not that no one is trying. Edgerton, 
determined as always, continues to waste 
his layered everyman persona on high- 
concept junk (looking at you, Bright), while 
Schoenaerts gives his Putin-in-waiting spy- 
master a twisted spin. Shining above all is 
Jeremy Irons as General Korchnoi: Skeletal 
and restrained behind shades, like Sisters of 
Mercy frontman Andrew Eldritch with Russian 
Ground Forces rank, he a) treats the endeav¬ 
or with the smirking disregard it deserves 
and b) can actually do an Eastern European 
accent. So that’s a plus. 

But that’s not enough, especially since 
Lawrence’s efforts at a glacial aloofness just 
read as boredom, and are boring. Coming so 
close on the heels of another clumsy female- 
led spy adaptation, Atomic Blonde (which at 
least had the good grace to be stylish in its 
stupidity), Red Sparrow plummets to Earth.

Whether the decision to cast the three white knights 
(Sadler, Skarlatos, and Stone) as themselves is a gim¬ 
micky stunt or a nodding tribute is unclear, though it’s 
hardly a novel concept. While none of them are trained 
as actors, they don’t entirely suck, though admittedly the 
most seasoned of performers would have a tough time 
breathing life into the underwhelming screenplay. Among 
Eastwood’s many strengths as a filmmaker is his ability 
to convincingly tell (and sell) a story, but that depend¬ 
able attribute is conspicuously absent until the moment 
everyone’s waiting for.

Rose on a weekend trip to meet her parents for the first 
time. Though they’re good liberals, Rose’s folks’ attempts 
to make Chris comfortable stirs in him a sense of little 
micro-affronts, and the unsettling demeanors of the fam¬ 
ily’s black servants further prod the embers. Much of the 
film’s apprehension builds through our observation of 
Chris trying to decide if he’s justified or overreacting to 
the little breaches he experiences in this enclave of rich, 
white privilege. Entrenched and perceived racism are put 
under the microscope, and then spattered to the four cor¬ 
ners of the screen. In addition to delivering enough jolts 
to keep horror fans pleased, Get Out is also one of the 
smartest, funniest, and most socially astute films to come 
around in a while.

Every effort should be made to catch Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri, if for no other reason than its 
towering performance by Frances McDormand and the 
film’s uncompromising tone that is so uncannily of-the- 
moment that it pierces society’s gauzy moral fabric. Three 
Billboards’ range spans between anguish and comedy in 
ways that can seem both dizzyingly daring and narratively 
pat, but never is the film dull or unthinking. McDormand 
plays Mildred, the heartbroken mother of a teenage girl 
whose rape and murder months earlier has yet to be 
solved. In her grief, she decides on a plan to shame the 
small-town police chief (Harrelson) into action. Her plan 
upsets the community; disturbs her son Robbie (Hedges), 
who has tried to remain comfortably numb in the wake 
of his sister’s death; and embarrasses her ex-husband 
(Hawkes), who, annoyingly, has taken up with a 19-year- 
old know-nothing (Weaving). However commanding and 
absorbing Three Billboards may be, the film is diminished 
by its neatness and unconvincing resolutions to the many 
dilemmas it puts into play. The story’s wealth of characters 
manages to keep things interesting but also draw atten¬ 
tion away from the film’s central pursuits. Nevertheless, 
Three Billboards is a momentous achievement, present¬ 
ing us with a remarkable female character and topical 
plot about the conspiracy of silence that pervades our 
culture. Those who do not participate with this film risk, 
as Mildred might say, culpability in our greater sins.

The Austin Music Industry 
Awards Come of Age 



The following is my acceptance speech for 
an award I didn’t win: 

“Wow, look at this, so much of Austin’s 
music industry is here tonight. If a bomb 
went off right now, our scene would come to 
a complete standstill ... and nobody in Los 
Angeles, New York, or Nashville would even 
notice [pause for laughter]. I should say I’m 
honored to be winning a fourth consecutive 
Best Music Writer plaque, but let’s face it, 
awards are bullshit. We’re just patting our¬ 
selves on the back with imaginary achieve¬ 
ments in a field that’s subjective by nature. 
Are we really this insecure?" 

I didn’t win Best Music 
Writer at the Austin Music 
Industry Awards, held 
last Sunday at South by 
Southwest-owned event 
space the Palm Door on 
Sixth; Michael Corcoran 
did. It was long overdue for 
the Pete Rose of Austin 
music scribes - the best 
never honored. A testament 
to his transcendent talent, after decades 
penning columns in the Chronicle, Statesman, 
and Dallas Morning News, “Corky” got the 
most votes at a time when Facebook 
remains his foremost publication. 

Yours truly and Riverboat Gamblers/ 
Drakulas frontman Mike Wiebe served 
as the night’s attention whores - I mean 
“co-hosts.” The house band, led by Magic 
Rockers of Texas singer/guitarist Jim 
Campo and PR Newman frontman Spencer 
Garland, again stole the show in the AMIAs’ 
fourth year of spinning off the business side 
of the Austin Music Awards, which occurred 
on Wednesday after this issue went to press 
(see review online and here in print next 
week). They greeted each guest with person¬ 
alized walk-up music, like altering Bow Wow 
Wow’s “I Want Candy” into “I Want Andy” for 
media brand Andy Langer, who claimed the 
group was the “only reason” he attended. 

Given that the sentiment of any awards 
show is forged by the winners, this year’s 
acceptance speeches were especially heart¬ 
felt. Veteran poster artist Billy Perkins 
painted a harrowing picture of all his mother 
went through to raise him, then described her 
joy when he told her he’d won. Antone’s co¬ 
owner Will Bridges commemorated the blues 
joint’s Best Music Venue to Play honors in 
revealing late club founder Clifford Antone’s 
original vision: Make a place musicians want 


to play and the rest will follow. Sun Radio’s 
A Hill Country Saturday host Kevin Connor 
collected his Best Radio Music Program 
plaque with a simple formula: “Play a good 
song, then think of another song that will 
sound good after it.” Croy & the Boys 
singer Corey Baum lampooned gender ste¬ 
reotypes by effusively lauding AMA director 
and all-around renaissance lady Celeste 
Quesada, then stated, “Behind every great 
woman, there’s a great man” and presented 
the Best Producer award to her husband 
Adrian Quesada. 

The podium was also ground for declara¬ 
tions. Tommy Robertson, 

owner of Best Specialty 
Instrument Store Tommy’s 
Drum Shop, gave us a 
strong affirmation: “This is 
a community!” Soon there¬ 
after, Rick Pierik, operator 
of Best Local Label honoree 
Nine Mile, made a plea for 
Austin’s music community to 
be greater by collaborating 
more. Indeed, because rare is the occasion 
that so much of the industry has an opportuni¬ 
ty to get together as they did at the AMIAs. No 
wonder the guest list has grown a mile long. 

It’s amazing how the event has developed. 
Debuted in 2015 to shorten the AMAs, the 
invite-only industry gathering has become a 
truly significant event in Austin music. It’s 
like your redheaded stepchild turned out as 
cool as your kids. New this year was a nomi¬ 
nation round in the Austin Music Poll that 
resulted in triple the amount of total votes 
and younger demographics. 


That dynamic shift saw new winners tak¬ 
ing home major awards. Central among them 
was Cheer Up Charlies’ talent buyer Trish 
Connelly seizing Best Booker. No doubt that 
Red River staple stands among Austin’s best 
venues to discover burgeoning bands and, as 
presenter Libby Webster noted, Connelly’s 
done an incredible job of representing 
Austin’s female artists. 

Still, one of the most important categories 
at the AMIAs has become the Music Industry 
Hall of Fame, which recognizes epic careers 
of behind-the-scenes visionaries. This year, 
a groundswell of support erupted behind 
Craig Stewart, the man behind highly influ¬ 
ential Nineties labels Trance Syndicate and 
Emperor Jones before becoming an integral 
piece of the SXSW Music team. 

“The acts [on Emperor Jones] owned their 
master recordings and were free to sign 
other deals. That’s the level of respect Craig 
has with his artists,” offered SXSW Director 
Roland Swenson in his heartfelt introduc¬ 
tion, adding that Stewart’s reputation and 


relationships were instrumental in SXSW 
establishing its indie credentials. 

Stewart isn’t a household name, but any¬ 
one who knows him or what he’s done bends 
the knee. People like him are the reason 
the Industry Hall of Fame exists. Organizers 
didn’t expect him to show up - he’s been 
rendered unable to speak by a neurologi¬ 
cal disorder - but when Swenson called his 
name, he walked onstage with his husband, 
Butthole Surfers drummer King Coffey. 
Everyone suddenly shut up and listened. 

With Stewart by his side, Coffey explained 
that his mate loved music more than anybody 
and how he dedicated his life to champion¬ 
ing obscure bands. As Coffey spoke, Stewart 
smiled broadly and gestured in a way that 
screamed, “Yes! He’s saying what I want to 
say.” I wasn’t the only one wiping away tears. 

That’s when I realized that awards aren’t 
bullshit. They’re a sign of respect, a show 
of love. And sometimes, they go to people 
who really deserve them and make them 
genuinely happy.

The layout for April 19-22 
features two main stages, a campground bandstand, 
plus the Camp Goodtimes stage. The OSMF-owned 
site’s more than double the size of their previous 
home in Driftwood, but the real game-changer is four 
large camping lots, which means festers won’t have 
to scramble for a spot to pitch their tent or RV.

AC: So many DJs and producers grew up 
going to raves or warehouse parties.

How Does the City of Austin 
Regulate Renting Properties 
During SXSW? 

I own a home in South Austin. Do I need to get permis¬ 
sion from the City to rent it during SXSW? 

I rent an apartment really close to Downtown. Last 
year other tenants in my building rented their apartment 
and made a bucket of money. Can I do that? Do I need to 
get the landlord’s permission? 

Austin will once again become the center of the hip 
and cool universe during SXSW. This means that many 
Austinites start contemplating the same basic question 
- temporarily moving out of an apartment or house to 
make a small fortune renting the space to visitors. Before 
you post your pad online and start packing your bags, it's 
important to understand how the City regulates short-term 
rentals (STRs). 

The City Council passed the initial ordinance regulating 
STRs in 2012 and has amended it multiple times. There are 
three types of STRs - Type 1 (owner occupied single-family, 
multifamily, or duplex), Type 2 (not owner occupied single¬ 
family or duplex), or Type 3 (not owner occupied multifam¬ 


ily). It's generally easier for Type 1 (owner-occupied) prop¬ 
erties to obtain STR approval from the City. In contrast, the 
City heavily regulates Type 2 STRs by limiting them to only 
certain commercial zoning districts and placing a cap on 
the STRs permitted to legally operate in each census tract. 
The policy behind the more stringent rules for Type 2 STRs 
is that the City doesn't want entire streets or neighborhoods 
to become STRs. The City’s treatment of Type 2 & 3 STRs 
has been a historically contentious issue. 

Owners of STRs are required to obtain an annual operat¬ 
ing license (City of Austin Ordinance No. 20160223-A.I). 
This applies to all properties (including rooms and guest¬ 
houses) that are rented for less than 30 consecutive days. 
The owner must pay an initial license fee of $443 ($236 
to renew a license) and hotel occupancy taxes. Renters are 
not allowed to obtain STR licenses without involving the 
owner in the application process. Also, most residential 
leases either expressly prohibit use of rental units as an 
STR or require the owner’s express approval. 

An advertisement promoting a STR without a license can 
serve as clear evidence of a violation and is cause for the 
City to issue an administrative citation. It’s worth noting that 
the City’s enforcement team is more vigilant during major 
events like SXSW, ACL, orF-1.
